(CONCLUDING ARTIOLE.) 

Ought we to interfere? In this whole discus- 
sion I have looked at the question solely from 
the humanitarian standpoint. I essume that 
Secretary Root's first presentation of the mat- 
ter was carefully prepared; he insisted we 
had no grqunds for interference insofar as the 
Berlin conference was concerned. It is only 
then fromthe point of view of interest in the 
natives, the desire to save them from suffer- 
ing and from atrocity, that we can join with 
England in calling a new conference of the 
world’s powers to consider Congo matters. 
Ought we to pursue such a course? We ought 
not and that for several reasons. 

First, we should not interfere in Congo 
matters from philanthropic reasons unless 
we are ready to undertake the policing of 
the whole of Africa. If the atrocities in the 
Congo are sufficient to Involve us in difficulty 
with Belgium or with Belgium’s king, the 
atrocities and cruelty practiced in the French 
Congo, throughout German Africa, in the 
Portuguese possessions, and even in the Eng- 
lish colonies must also attract our notice. If 
we really intervene to save the African black 
man from white oppression, we must do the 
job thoroughly and on a large scale. 


Only Turkey Aids England. 

Second, we should not interfere with the 
conditions in Congo unless we desire strained 
relations with France and Germany. No 
possible agitation will bring about a second 
meeting of all the powers that participated 
in the Berlin conference, Turkey alonego far 
hae signified her willingness to act with Eng- 
land. The only other nation in which there 
seems to be the slightest trend toward partic- 
ipation is Italy. No Scandinavian country— 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark—will join in the 
movement. The many Scandinavians who, 
in one capacity or another, have labored in 
the Congo Free State are on the whole well 
satisfied with the conditions. Though there 
is a vigorous and aggressive Swedish mission 
in the country, it is significant that its mem- 
bers have never joined in the agitation. Nor 
is Holland, which has sent a large number of 
individuals into the Congo state as empiloyés 
of government and concession companies, 
likely to favor an agitation: « Austria, for va- 
rious reasons, stands aloof. France has a 
definite understanding whereby in case of the 
dissolution of the Congo Free State she be- 
comes heir to all the district, Germany, re- 
sponsible for the foundation of the Congo 
Free State, has, on the whole, always favored 
ite existence and would certainly oppose in-« 
terference in its affairs. In case of the partl- 
tion of the Congo, Germany would be willing 
enough to take her share, but it is really 
more to her interest both at home and abroad 


ropean countries speak quite freely in regard 
to England's design. France and@Jermany 
would seriously oppose any demonstration by 
England and the United States, 


Case of Fire and Chestnuts. 


Third—We ought not to interfere unless 
we are really willing to play the undignitied 
part of pulling England's chestnuts from 
the fire. What would we, nationaily, gain 
by the partition of the Congo? Our repeated 
declarations about not wishing new terri- 
tory in distant regions are, of course, looked 
upon as twaddle by other nations. If we 
really mean them we must avoid the very ap- 
pearance of evil. What will the natives 
gain by partition? They will still have their 
oppressors, only they will be divided around 
among three instead of being exploited by 
one. Suppose the redistribution did take 
place. Suppose France, Germany, and Eng- 
land divided the Congo between them; sup- 
pose—as would be certain—that oppression 
and atrocity continued in the divided terri- 
tory. Would we still continue our noble ef- 
fort in behalf of the suffering black mil- 
lions? 

Negro Question at Home. 


Fourth—We should not interfere unless we 
wish to present a glaring example of na- 
tional inconsistency.. Distance lends en- 
chantment to view. Weare solicitous about 
the Bantu in their home under the rule of 
Leopold II.; we have 12,000,000 or mofe of 
them within our own United States. The 
Bantu in thé Congo welove. We suffer when 
he is whipped, shudder when he is put upon 
a chain gang, shriek when he is murdered. 
Yet here he may be whipped, put on the 
chain gang, murdered, and if any raise an 
outcry he is a sentimentalist. Our negro 
problem is a serious and difficult one. We 
do not know how to-treat it. But it is at 
our door and we can study it and strike out 
some mode of treatment. But the years pass 
and we do nothing. So complicated is it and 
so united together and interdependent its 
issues and its elements that any course of 
Jaction is dangerous, because we frequently 
cannot foresee the outcome of well meant 
effort. With this example constantly be- 
fore us, one would suppose that we would 
hesitate in meddling with the equally com- 
plicated problem, regarding conditions of 
which we know little or nothing, on the other 
side of the globe. 

Are Our Own Hands Clean? 

Fifth—We ought not to interfere unless we 
come with clean hands. .We have an even 
closer parallel to. Congo conditions than our 
negro problem in the south. In the Philip- 
pines we found. a people to be elevated; an 
inscrutable Providence—so we say—thrust 
the Philippine islands,. with their millions, 
upon us. A few years ago we heard much 
of benevolent assimilation. -—Benevoient as- 
similation is the most dreadful of all forms 
of cannibalism. Our Congo reformers em- 
phasize the fact that the Congo state was 
founded with many philanthropic assertions 
and with high sounding promises of improv- 
ing and elevating the native population. The 
parallel is close. We took the Philippines 
and Filipinos for their good. So we said. 
Of course, we took them just as the Euro- 
pean nations have taken Africa~—for ex- 
ploitation. Had there been no hope of 
mines, of timber, of cheap land for specula- 
tion, of railroads to be built, and other en- 
terprises to be undertaken and financed, we 
should never have had such a tender interest 
in the advancement of the Filipinos. And

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HEAVY TRUCK KILLS HEALER 


Policeman Off Post When Waom- 
an’s Life Is Crushed Out. 


DRIVER FLEES AND ESCAPES. 


: 
Chief Collins Promises Investigation | 
and Demands 1,500 More Men. 


Mrs. Josephine W. Pierce, 4154 Berkeley 
avenue, a practitioner in Christian Science 
at 6 Madison street and well known among 
the followers of that faith, was killed short- 
ly after 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon at 
Wabash avenue and Adams street. 

Her death was due to the criminal care- 
lessness of-a truck driver and td the absence 
of the crossing policeman from his post of 
duty. The policeman was due at roll call 
at Central station at 7 p. m..and is suppesed 
to have left his corner nearly an hour before 
that time, although the police are not clear 
about the matter. 


Excuse Made by Chief Collins... 

Chief of Police Collins, when he dlseov- 
ered the policeman was not at thecorner, said 
the fault was due to a lack of men, and he 
at once demanded 1,500 new policemen, 
though within a year 1,200 new men al- 
ready have been added to the force. 

Mrs. Pierce was knocked down by a team 
of horses attached to a heavy truck, and the 
wheels of thé wagon passed over her body. 
She died on the way to St. Luke’s hospital 
after lying for some time in the cold on the 
sidewalk, awaiting the arrival of the ambu- 
lance. 

The driver who had run her down whipped 
up his horses and escaped. 


Knocked Down by Team. 

The manner !n whioh the accident occurred 
wae this: Mrs. Pierce, with several other per- 
sona, was standing at the corner waiting fora 
street car. When one approached she 
stepped from the sidewalk into the street. 
The heavy dray, which wae going south in 
Wabash avenue, failed to stop and the driver 
called to the people to get out of the way. 

Every one except Mrs. Pierce reached the 
sidewalk. One of the horses struck her and 
she was thrown to the street, the wheels pass- 
ing over her body. The driver then whipped 
up his horses. 

WwW. F: Pord, a clerk in the postoffice, and 
others in the crowd shouted to the driver to 
stop, but the latter paid no heed. Ford and 
about fifty others started in pursuit and 
some of the men followed the driver to Con- 
gress street and Wabash avenue, but were 
unable to overtake him. 

The Central detail police were notified of 
the accident and Lieut. Collins sent several 
officers to the scene. The policemen obtained 
a description of the driver and the vehicle 
and hope to catch him. Chief Collins or- 
dered livery barns and teaming stables 
searched. Messages giving a description of 
the man were also sent to every police sta- 
tion in the city. 


Awaits Ambulance in Cold. 
The Central station ambulance was sent to 


the corner and Mrs. Pierce, who until its 


| arrival had been left lying in the bitter cold 


on the sidewalk, was taken to St. Luke’s hos- 
pital. 

When the ambulance reached the hospital it 
was found she had died on the way: Then 
the body was taken to Rolston’s undertaking 
rooms, 870 Wabagh avenue. 

Until then the identity of the victim was 
not known, as she was unconscious when 
carried from the street, but her name and 
address and the address of .a sister were 
learned from cards in her handbag. The 
sister, Mrs. Theresa Wines, 1080 North Saw- 
yer avenue, was notified and she hurried to 
the undertaking roome. 

Mrs. Wines notified Edward Pierce, a son 
of the wom&n who had been killed, and he 
also went to the undertaking rooms. Edward 
Pierce is a purser employed on one of the 
steamers of the Barry Transportation com- 
pany. At the time he received the message of 
the death of his mother he was boarding the 
steamer to cross the lake on his regular run. 

Mrs. Pierce had been in Chicago for less 
than a year. She came from Appleton, Wis., 
and was a widow. She was connected with 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, For- 
tieth street and Drexel boulevard. 


Chief Orders Investigation. 

Chief Collins made an effort to learn what 
policeman was supposed to be on guard to 
protect the people at the Adams and Wabash 
corner. He found that William Ryan wag 
supposed to be on duty there at the time. 
The chief then ordered his subordinates to 
make an investigation and ascertain why 
Ryan was not at his post. 

Finally it was learned that Ryan had been 
off on sick leave for two weeks and that an- 
other officer, name not given, had been sent 
there. The report was that the latter had 
started to the city hall at 6 o'clock to report 
at 7 o*clock roll call, and that because of the 
lack of sufficient police no one was sent to 
that post until the night officer went on duty 
at 7 o’clock. The distance the officer had 
to go In the hour was seven blocks. 

‘“*I will investigate the accident,’’ said 
Chief Collins, ‘‘ and if the officer is at fault he 
will be dealt with according to the police de- 
partment laws. In the downtown district we 
have not enough men at crossings. The Cen- 
tral detail station has a roster of more than 
300 men, but now they are 112 short. 

‘**T will ask the finance committee to allow 
the people of Chicago 1,500 more policemen. 
Chicage needs more police, as it is growing. 
The present force is not large enough. ’’ 


SENATOR’S WIFE DIES AT PLAY. 


Mrs. Jacob H. Gallinger Expires Sud- 
denly Soon After Entering The- 
ater in Washington, D. C.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—Mrs. Jacob H. 
Gallinger, wife of Senator Gallinger of New 
Hampshire, was taken ill in the Belasco the- 
ater tonight and died shortly afterward. 

Senator Gallinger, his wife, and four 
friends went to the theater as the guests of 
David Belasco. The party had just entered 
the building when Mrs. Gallinger swooned, 
and it at once became evidert that she was 
seriously ill. Dr. A. 8. Rowan of Baltimore, 
who happened to be near, attended her. 
While waiting for a hospital ambulance Mrs. 
Gallinger expired. Death was due to heart 
disease. '

New York, Feb. 2.—[Special.]—John Mason, 
a lad of 20, is lying in a critical condition 
in St. Francis hospital in the Bronx as the 
result of injuries received in a boxing bout 
on Jan. 23 in the gymnasium of St. Bars 
tholomew’s Episcopal church parish house. 
He is suffering from concussion of the brain. 

It was said at the hospital tonight thatit 
is doubtful whether Mason will recover. 
Today for the first time since the day after 
the fight he came out ofa state of semi-coma 
long enough to answer a few questions. 

Mason's opponent in the bout, an 18 year 
old boy named Brown, a member of the 
Young Men's club of St. George’s Episcopal 
church in Stuyvesant square, became fright- 
ened when he learned of Mason’s condition 
today and could not be found by detectives 
sent to arrest him.

Before the boy lapsed into unconscious- 
ness he expressed the wish that the other boy 
be not arrested or punished, as the bout was 
a friendly one and his injury an accident.

Deluge of Indictments Is Re- 
turned Against Keepers 
of “Tough” Saloons 
. and Gamblers. 


FORTY ON THE POOLSHIP. 


Dunne, Smarting Under the Re- 
proof, Says Grand Juries 
Have Outlived Their 
Usefulness. 


The Cook county grand jury yesterday aft- 
ernoon delivered a blow to gamblers and law 
breaking saloonkeepers such as they had 
not suffered for many peaceful months. And 
in a scathing report, which accompanied ~ 
scores of indictments, {it struck straight from 
the shoulder at the methods of Mayor Dunne 
and Chief of Police Collins in allowing law- 
lessness to reign. 

Some of those struck by indictments are 
“ political ”* friends of the administration 
who lately, in view of the Dunne campaign 
for reBlection, have ‘been allowed greater 
* liberties.”’ 

“It is our deliberate judgment that such @ 
brazen exhibition of lawlessness cannot con- 
tinue without official connivance,’ says the 
jury in its report. 


Forty Poolship Men Indicted. 

Forty persons were indicted in connection 
with the gambling on the steamer City of 
Traverse, and the indictments in these cases 
are said to carry conspiracy charges which 
may land the objects of the true bills in the 
penitentiary. The names of the Traversé 
crowd were suppressed, but they are said to 
include every one from Harry Perry, ‘* So- 
cial’’ Smith, and Bud White down té the 
bookmakers, checkers; petty employés, and 
even some of the persor’s who patronized the 
boat. 

The move against the City of Traverse was 
made at the instigation of a citizen of South 
Chicago, who sent a letter to the state’s at- 
torney complaining of the boat. The identity 
of this person was not revealed by Mr. Healy, 

The federal authorities are urged to die 
continue the government license which the 
promoters of the boat obtained, and which 
permits the sale of liquor on board the 
steamer. on 

Among the reasons for suppressing the 
names of those indicted in connection with * 
the gambling boat, Mr. Healy eaid, is that 
they might evade service when deputy sher- 
iffs are sent in search of them, 


“Tough” Saloonkeepers Hit. 

The “tough” saloonkeepers in the city 
who conduct disorderly places and allow 
gambling on their premises were also caught ~ 
by the grand jury. In the long list of those 
indicted is the name of State Senator John 
Broderick. Another well well known per 
sonage caught was “ Mike " Fewer of the 
west side, who has been in trouble before 
and who only a féw weeks ago paid heavy 
fines in the Criminal court. Several policé+ 
men lost their jobs at that time, when they 
testified that his place at Halsted and Wesé 
Adams streets was disreputable. . 

“ Andy ” Craig of the south side levee alse 
was indicted, as was ‘ Mont” Tennes, gam- 
bling “ king,” who seems to have been im- 
mune during the present city administra- 
tion. 

Mayor Asked to Revoke Permits. 

In the final report of the jury the mayor 
is fomgmally asked to revoke the licenses of 
all lawbreaking saloons and to keep them 
revoked. The practice of restoring licenges 
is condemned. 

Chief Collins is adviged'té arrest all pas- 
sengers landing from the City of Traverse 
and to charge them with vagrancy. Gam- 
bling !n public places is pointed to, and It is 
stated that reports to commanding police 
officers who can scarcely help being aware 
of conditions have been of little avail. 

The indictments, aside from the forty 
against the Traverse crowd, numbered fifty-._ 
four against persons for keeping disorderly — 
houses—chiefiy saloonkeepers who allow . 
women to frequent their places—andtwenty- 
eight against gamblers. 4 


Work of State’s Attorney’s Sleuths. 
The investigation of the saloons followed 
personal observations of detectives attached 
to the state's attorne,;'’s office. During this 
same period detectives under Chief Collins 
were able to find no violations of law. 
During the same period Chief Collings re- 
peatedly stated to reporters for THE ‘RIB- 
UNE that gambling was suppressed, and thas 
saloonkeepers were abiding by the laws. 
The state’s attofney’s, aetectives worked 
quietly. Mr. Healy kept his inquiry secret. 
During the last week he would wait until 
the approach of evening when conditions 
would make it safe for his sleuths to go ue 
fore the grand jurors without being seen, 


Warm Comments from Mayor. 

News that the grand jury had taken up 
the goad and gone after the city admiisfa- 
tion in earnest evoked warm comments irom 
Mayor Dunne and Chief Collins. The mayor 
tried to ridicule the work of grand juries by) 
eaying that “ they have outlived their use-/ 
fulness and that recently their actions have 
made them the laughing stocks of the com- 
munities.” He did not say whether he would 
follow the recommendations in the report. 
Neither did he discuss the cases of the 123 
men indicted. 

Chief Collinge followed up hie stock inter- 
view to the effect that Chicago comes ciose te 
being a celestial region by bewailing the 
present vagrancy law, which he contended 
is no good. He alleged that Police Attorney 
Frank Comerford is "preparing a new va- 
grancy bil previding six months’ imprison- 
ment and a fine of $200 for loafers, gamblers, 
and mem without apperemt means of honest 
support. 

“The recemt work of grand juries has made 
the inetitution the laughing stock of the com- 
munity,” seid the mayor, srnarting under 
censure. * It bas become a kind of a k cture 
bureau. The grand jury has cuthved its use- 
fulness and a bill to abolish it is now pending 
in the legielature. It is mo the business of 
the grand jury to deliver lectures. It is ae 
lected by the vested interests and the priv- 
lleged classes.”

INTERFERENCE IN NEW COURT 
RESISTED BY CHIEF JUSTICE. 


Olson Tells the Civil Service Commis- 
sion That It Has No Rights in Pay 
Roll of Bailiffs. 


Chief Justice Olson has written to the civil 
service commission a letter in which he denies 


the court. The letter was written in answer 
to one received from the commission in which 
the commission expressed its right to pass 
upon the pay roll of the Municipal court. 

“ The. civil service commissioners have no 
power,” said the chief justice, “* to direct, con- 
trol, or impede this court in any of its func- 
tions.

This, I think, was the tendency of 
the holding of Judge Carpenter in his opinion 
handed down the other day.”

GRILLS THE SCHOOL BUARD 


HOT ATTACK ON METHODS MADE 
BY PRINCIPAL ARMSTRONG. 


In Spite of Presence of President Rit- 
ter and Trustee Post at City Club 
Symposium He Declares Much of 
the Present Unrest Among Teach- 
ers Would Have Been Avoided Un- 
der the Old System—Expenses Must 
Be Reduced. 


Chicago’s public school question was dis- 
cussed, solved, and disposed of anew yester- 
day by speakers at the City club. At the 
close of the meeting reformers, conserva- 
tives, educational specialists, an@ nonpar- 
tisan listeners went away satisfied that no 
phase of Chicago’s educational problem had 
been neglected. 

The discussion lasted all afternoon and 
everything from the “ secret marking sys- 
tem” to ‘“‘the teachers’ federation’ was 
touched on either in words of praise or crit- 
icism. It was the sante old story, with few 
new features added. 

Prof. James E. Armstrong, principal of the 
Englewood school, was one Of the first 
speakers, and he opened his talk by express- 
ing no fear for the presence of ‘Louis F. Post, 
a mentber of Mayor Dunne's reform board, in 
the room. 

Thinks Salaries Too Low. 

“IT am going to say what I think on this 
question despite the presence of members of 
the school board,’’ he declared. 

Then he set out to show how he differed 
from the ‘‘ ref®rmers.”"" He spoke plainly on 
the needs of the Chicago schools and decried 
the fact that the old system of administra- 
tion and management had been succeeded by 
the present disorder caused by the new Dunne 
régime. 

“If the old system had been preserved 
much of the present unrest would have been 
avoided,"’ he said. “I think it is time the 
principals should speak their mind and say 
what they believe is right despite any fears 
for their position. The teachers have not 
had the opportunity to advance. They have 
not been paid salaries according to their 
worth.” 

Pleas Made for Teachers. 

Prof. George H. Mead of the University of 
Chicago was another speaker. He declared 
that the crying needs of the teachers, caused 
by the tremendous growth of the great city 
school system, have given rise to such “ irre- 
sponsible’’ organizations as the teachers’ 
federation. He said the only remedy for the 
whole difficulty is the recognition of the 
teacher as a factor in social life. 

“ Teaching is not a business,’”’ added the 
professor, “and weakness is the result of at- 
tempting to place teaching in the same cate- 
gory with commercial businesses."’ 

Prof. Hiram B. Loomis of Hyde Park High 
school advocated massmeetings for the solu- 
tion of all school questions. Other speakers 
were President E. W. Ritter of the board of 
education, Prof. James H. Tufts of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and Louis F. Post. An 
informal discussion brought forth opinions 
from various other persons present. 

Prof. James 8. Fairlie of the University of 
Michigan was present but did not speak.

department of health, during which it de- 
veloped that the disease which has been 
sweeping Chicago might not be scarlet fever, 
but a kindred disease of less virulent cherac- 
ter, known as Duke's disease. Jt was said 
that the disease was proceeding southward 
at the rate of two blocks a day, and might be 
expected in Hyde Park in eight days and 
in the Ghetto in less than a week. 

The physicians meeting with the aldermen 
late in the afternoon pointed to the difficulty 
of getting a high grade medical man at a 
salary of $5,000 a year who under the un- 
certain tenure of his two years’ office would 
devote his entire time to his official duties 
to the exclusion of his private practice. 

It was declared that the present health de- 
partment of Chicago was sufficient only for 
the needs of a “mere village ’’—a town of 
10,000 people. 

The physicians, Dr. William T. Belfield, 
Dr. Charlies L. Mix, and Dr. A. C. Cotton, 
also recommended that the city ordinances 
be changed so as to permit the location and 
erection of the McCormick Memorial hospital, 
“ which would cost the city nothing." 


Suggestions of the Experts. 


It was suggested by the three experts that 
the head of the reorganized commission be 
given full authority to employ at any time 
as many inspectors as were needed to assist 
him in stamping out an epidemic. 

For the purpose of suppressing the present 
epidemic it was suggested that the depart- 
ment be authorized to appoint 200 or more 


“medical inspectors for the various schools 


and to secure as many beds for patients as 
could be obtained. 

There was no criticism of Dr. Whalen by 
the physicians, It was stated that he had 
done the best he could during and before the 
epidemic with the limited force at his com- 
mand. It was admitted that he had not ob- 
tained the best results, but it was held that 
the reason was found in the insufficiency of 
medical inspectors and in the absence of a 
hospital for contagious diseases where the 
patients might be isolated. 

The council subcommittee was composed of 
Ald. John J. Bradley, M. C. Conlon, and 
Patrick J. Nolan. The aldermen's breath 
was taken away by the suggestion that the 
committee recommend the appointment of a 
$10,000 a year commissioner of health. They 
said they would lay the recommendation be- 
fore the full committee. As to the sugges- 
tion that the ordinances be amended so that 
the hospital for contagious diseases could be 
located somewhere in the city they favored 
it. At present it is necessary to obtain front- 
age consents and no one will consent to a 
contagious disease hospital in his neighbor- 
hood. 


Chicago Pays Little for Health. 


“To prevent a future epidemic it is neces- 
sary that Chicago should increase the effici- 
ency of a health department designed for a 
mere country village,’’ said Dr. Belfield. 
“That this assertion is true ig indicated by 
the fact that the expense per capita for 
guarding the health in Chicago is but 8 cents, 
while it is 85 cents in New York and $1.08 in 
Pittsburg. That shows what kind of pro- 
tection the city can expect. It has got just 
what protection it has paid for. 

**In the future the commissioner should be 
authorized in emergency cases to employ 100 
inspectors, or any part of that number, at 
any and all times. He has been asking for 
the additional inspectors for three or four 
months and he just got them a few days ago. 
All that Chicago With its 2,000,000 people 
and its 860 public schools and hundreds of 
parochial schools has had was nine in- 
spectors. 

* The committee has agreed that Commis- 
sioner Whalen has given the best service 
possible under existing conditions, with no 
hospital and insufficient inspectors. Noman 
with this lack of facilities could control the 
epidemic.

Deaths reported from contagious diseases

Dr. C. W. Behm of the contagious disease 
division of the department of health etated 
his belief that the epidemic which had caused 
sO many deaths was not scarlet fever, but 
Duke's disease, a complaint.discovered and 
named after a London physician in 1900. Dr. 
Whaalen and others of the department were 
inclined to agree with him. The disease has 
symptoms similar to those of scarlet fever, 
but is less virulent in type. It travels in 
waves, as has the present epidemic, starting 
from the northern suburbs of Chicago and 
proceeding southward. 

Dr. Behm estimates that there are 4,643 
cases of contagion now in Chicago, as fol- 
lows: 

Scarlet fever, 3.500; dipntheria, 750; small- 
pox, 3; measles, 250; typhoid fever, 120; chick- 
én pox, 20, ; 

During the week there were 74] deaths from 
all causes, or a percentage of 18.33. This was 
slightiy larger than that of the week before, 
when the percentage was 18.18. ; 

During th. epidemic Judge Mack of the Ju- 
venile cour. is hearing only emergency cases. 
No girls are being admitted to the Home for 
Delinquent Girls at Lake Geneva. 

Although the epidemic wave hae not yet 


reached the Ghetto, the department of health - 


believes that with the extra inspectors the 
disease can be prevented from reaching seri- 
ous proportions in that crowded district. 

No visitors will be allowed tcday at the 
Cook County hospital, visiting days having 
been eliminaied until the epidemic is passed. 

A suggestion hep been received by Tug 
TRIBUNE that contegion may result from 
the inddecriminate sending of valentines, and 
that the custom might be abolighed this year 
as a reasonable precautionary measure.

OAK PARK SUNDAY SILENT 


CHURCHES CLOSED TODAY BE- 
CAUSE OF FEVER EPIDEMIC, 


BeHs Are Still and Motionless, Organs 
and Choirs Are Mute, but One Min- 
ister, Following Example of the 
Apostle Paul, Writes Sermonic Let- 
ter to the Members of His Congre- 
gation—Gives It Out for Publica- 
tion for Their Edification. 


All the churches in Oak Park will be closed 
today because of the scarlet fever epidemic 
and the village health officials have asked the 
residents to refrain from all social gather- 
ings and to stay at home as much as possible 
and not mingle with persons at common meet- 
ing places. 

The board of health has sent a request to the 
Rev. William E. Barton of First Congrega- 
tional church, suggesting that the churches 
be closed indefinitely because of the epidemic. 
Dr. Barton called a meeting of the Ministers’ 
association of Oak Park and the pastors of 
ali the churches acquiesced in the recom- 
mendation of the board of health. 

Two representatives of the Borden Milk 
company attended the meeting of the min- 
isters and invited the health officials to in- 
spect the milk company’s plant at any time. 


Preaches Through Newspaper. 

On account of the quarantine which will 
keep the people out of the churches, Pastor 
Barton gave out for publication an abstract 
of a sermon in lieu of one he had intended to 
preach today on ‘‘ The Church in the House.” 
He chose as his text: 

Salute Priscilla and Aquila, my helpers in 
Christ Jesus; likewise salute the church that is 
in their house.—Romans xvi. 3, 5. 

** No sound of church bell, no voice of peal- 
ing organ. no ascending song from the score 
of congfregations of our village,’’ he said. “A 
siient Sabbath, such as we have not knowrrin 
all the years. Church doors unentered, and 
the Sabbath calm intensified by the ab- 
sence of all our customary Sabbath activity, 
what shdll we do today? We go back to the 
early methods of the apostolic messengers, 
and like the apostle Paul addressing a con- 
gregation whom he might not visit, we send 
our meseage to the church in tre house. 


Early Churches in Dwellings, 


‘For there was a church before there was 
a cathedral, or an organ, or a choir, or a 
bell. Before the early church had gathered 
strength for those enterprises which made it 
a power in the political life of the world it 
found its meeting places under the trees, or 
by the waterside, or in the homesof ite mem- 
bers. 

“In such a house Jesus preached when he 
healed the paralytic. In such a home Paul 
boarded in Corinth: and when his loyal host 
and hostess? moved to Rome they found room 
in their hoepitable home not for the preacher 
only, but a church. ‘ So he saluted in Rome 
his old friends Priscilla and Aquila, and the 
church that was In their home.’ 

* There ought to be a church in every 
home: an altar of unselfish love, of mutual 
service. of simple and. sincere devotion. 

‘“‘Our church life can never be stronger nor 
purer than our home life. Our national life 
is a stream that will not flow purer than its 
fountain in the home. We may speak with 
tongues, remove mountains, and give to the 
poor, but it profits us nothing if we neglect 
the home, and we do neglect it. Let us con- 
fess it, and give ungrudgingly” one day in 
loving devotion to its bettering. Let us make 
this home Sabbath one of real spiritual! profit. 

“‘ Even to the homes where there is sickness 
—and much more to those whose only depri- 
vations are those of the outer world—there 
may be a joy this day in the discovery of the 
sanctities of home life.”’ 


MILK DEALERS CRITICISE 
INSPECTORS OF THE CITY. 


Meet in Willard Hall to Explain Their 
Side of the Question with Relation to 
the Present Epidemic. 


Charges that inspectors in the city milk 
inspection department are incompetent and 
that Chief Milk Inspector Grady is a fumiga- 
tor and has no knowledge of the milk busi- 
ness were made by speakers at a meeting of 
the Chicago Milk Dealers’ association last 
evening in Willard hall. 

The meeting was called for the purpose of 
explaining the small milk dealers’ side of the 
milk question and its bearing on the present 
epidemic. Attacks also were made on the 
large milk companies, whose methods of 
bottling milk in the country, it was said, re- 


“lieved them from the rigid inspection which ts 


made on the canned milk~of the smaller 
dealers. 

“There are two inspectors in the health 
department who know their businegs,”" said 
F. Batten, “ But the head of the department 
does not. We milkmen cannot talk to him. 
We should have a man there who under- 
stands the business. A milk inspector should 
have at least cow sense.” 

The attack on Grady brought # vigorous 
defense from John F. O’Donnell, who said 
he represented the West Side Milk Dealers’ 
association. . 

John Stevenson, chairman of the meeting, 
explained that there was no intention to 
attack any city official and that no names 
‘had been mentioned by the speaker. Then 
he continued: 

“I dispute the statement made by some 
physicians that milk bottled In the country 
is purer than our milk which is shipped to us 
in cans. The city has no control of the bot- 
tling plants.” :

Cent of the Chicago Medical society, in a 
lecture given in the Academy of Science, 
Lincoln Park, under the auspices of the 
north side branch of the Medical society. 

“The Medical soctety is giving free lec- 
tures out over the city in hope of getting 
mothers, many of whom are pitifully ig- 
norant of what is best for the sick child, to 
become educated in up to date methods of 
taking care of sick children,” said Dr. Pre- 
ble. “Almost daily on my visits I find 
utter 6 8 rag reasonable amount of knowl- 
edge shown by the mothers in ri 
the children they love. eet

GALL NEW THEATER MEAN 


ACTORS ANGRY AT GETTING ONLY 
TWENTY WEEKS’ PAY. 


Ina Hammer Says They Are Victims of 
Mismanagement and Ignorance and 
Consults a Lawyer—Engagements 
Are for “the Season,” Which Was 
Expected to Be Longer—Dtirectors 
Object to Giving More than VYort- 
might’s Salary After Closing. 


A etrong feeling of dissatisfaction devel- 
oped yesterday among the actors at the now 
moribund “New theater’ over what they 
declare to bé unjust treatment by the man- 
agement in turning them out of work at this 
geason of the year and the decision to pay 
them for only twenty weeks’ work inetead of 
thirty. 

In speaking of the situation, Mise Ina Ham- 
mer, one of the members of the company, de- 
clared that the New theater actore were 
made victimg of mismanagement and igno- 
rance. When they eigned their contracts a 
majority of them understood the season was 
to continue for thirty weeks, although only 
one contract, that signed by James Durkin, 
specifically called for thirty weeks. 

About three weeks ago Art T. Aldis, 
president of the board of trust informed 
the actors that they would be paid for the 
eighteen weeks, ending when the playhouse 
closes its doors next Saturday night, and 
would secure two weeks’ additional pay, in 
the form of a gratuity. 


Some Consult with Lawyers. 


Although ft came as a hard blow to several 
of them, the actors and actresses accepted 
the situation with resignation at first. Then 
they began to think of their plight and 
thought brought on discussion. Finally some 
of the dissatisfied ones consulted with lawyers 
to see if legal action cannot be taken to com- 
pel the management to fulfill its part of the 
contract, as the actors understand it, for 
thirty weeks’ work. 

With only one more week of work and with 
extremely slim chances of getting an en- 
gagement with other companies until next 
September, the flame of resentment against 
the management has been kindled untti! some 
of the actors may resort to legal proceedings 
during this week. And “ we are far away 
from Broadway,” as one of the dissatisfied 
ones exclaimed, with a laugh. 


Actress Talks of Mismanagement. 


“We feel that we are not being justly 
treated,” said Miss Hammer. “ Here we are 
being turned out of work at this season of the 
year when all the bookings have been made 
and with practically a loss of ten weeks’ pay. 

“It is true the management is paying us 
two weeks’ additional salary, but we stand 
ready to work thirty weeks, as we all under- 
stood when we signed thecontracts. The 
truth is that we are being made the victims 
of the most frightful mismanagement ever 
geen. There have been persons connected 
with this house who didn’t know any more 
about the theatrical business than Daniel 
Frohman knows about the manufacture of 
steel. 

“ They say it is a corporation not for profit. 
Evidently it is not for loss, either. Here are 
some of the wealthiest men in Chicago back 
of this enterprise. They talk about endowed 
theaters and temples of art, yet they are 
willing to leave us in the lurch when they 
find their house doesn’t pay. How can 
they expect to make a new thing of this sort 
pay in a few weeks? It is ridiculous. 

“JT have been to see my lawyer about the 
contract, and I shall see him again. There 
are others who will do the same.’”’ 


Director Talks of Situation. 


Mr. Abie said the actors had no cause for 
dissatisfaction with the management. 

“We had omly ome contract calling for 
thirty weeks’ work, and wé@ settled that to 
Mr. Durkin’s satisfaction,” said Mr. Aldis, 
“The other contracts were for ‘ the season,’ 
and I think we have given them a season's 
work. 

"Several of the actors have been given 
transportation to New York, in compliance 
with the terms of their contracts, and we 
stand ready to furnish transportation to all 
members of the company who desire to return 
to New York. In addition to that, they will 
be given two weeks’ extra salary. It is un- 
pleasant for them, I admit, but many com- 
panies break up before the season is over.’ 

Trustee Hobart C. Chaetfleld-Taylor said he 
was ready to contribute his snare toward 

ying the actors for the full thirty weeks. 
ae his met with the disapproval of the remain- 
ing directors. 


PICTURE MACHINE EXPLODES; 
PANIC IN CHURCH FOLLOWS. 


Two Hundred Men, Women, and Chil- 
dren Attending Exhibition Flee in 
Alarm from Burning Building.

it. To the mothers and fathers of these 
girle he issued strict injunctions that if the 
girls were caught again they would be taken 
to reform institutions. The boys and their 
parents were warned similarly. 

The first complaints against the children 
came in from the landlord of a building in 
which they used to gather. The boys then 
built a shack on the prairie, which the neigh- 
bors finally tore down. A cave then was dis- 
covered, and it was not until things were 
almost beyond control that the authorities 
were appealed to. 


Judge Mack Deplores Conditions. 

“Tt is a sad fact, but such conditions exist 
in many schdbole in the city,” said Judge 
Mack. ‘“\I have done the best I could think 
of to stop it. I do not believe in making the 
names of these children public, but I hope 
this will be a warning to other parents to 
watch their children.” 

‘* Similar complaints are being investigated 


‘in the neighborhood,” said Mr. Thurston. 


“We are confronted with these conditions 
every week and always try to carry on the 
investigation quietly. It is not on account 
of the prominence of the parents, for moet 
of the parents are ordinary people, but it 
is a hard thing to brand a boy or girl at such 
am early ege. We have sent several children 
to reformatory inetitutions and will send 
more unless conditiong improve.’’ 

Supt. Cooley said he did not hold the Car- 
ter school responsible for the actions of the 
boys and girle reported to Judge Mack. He 
said their misbehavior was outside of school 
after school hours, end he felt that the con- 
ditions at the Carter school bad no more to 
do with the case than with other cases that 
are brought before Judge Mack.

Holt Schooling, the best known statistician 
in England, after spending months analyzing 
the council's finance reports, publishes an 
overwhelming exposé of the juggling meth- 
ods, which amounts’to one of the greatest 
scandals of the day. 

It has one redeeming feature. No dishon- 
esty in the ordinary sense fs alleged against 
anybody. There has been no vulgar thieving, 
but as a record of incompetence and willful 
misleading of the public it would be hard to 
find its equal. One is led to ‘wonder whether 
the public fares worse under the system of 
graft prevailing in some American cities, or 
under the system of.incompetence and reck- 
lessness which prevails in the socialisticaily 
but “honestly” governed London. There 
ean be no doubt the latter system costs the 
taxpayer more than the former. 


Tramways the Issue. 
McKinnon Wood, leader of the progressive 
so¢ialist majority’in the council, ina speech 
last Thursday affirmed that his party would 
make the tramways the issue of the cam- 
paign, and proceeded to argue that they 
have paid a handsome profit. It has been 
promptly pointed out that, instead of charg- 
ing, as amnounced in advance, one-third the 
cost of street widenings where made for the 
benefit of the trams to the tramways ac- 
count, which would have amounted to $7,000, - 
000. only $1,500,000 was so charged. Aside 
from this, proper bookkeeping of the actual 
operation account would nave shown a sub- 
stantial loss. 

Londoners, however, refuse to confine their 
attention to the small issue mentioned by 
Wood. They look mainiy to the fact that 
London’s debt increased from $35 per capita 
when the socialist council took control to $80 
per capita today, and that London can bor- 
row money today only at about 15 per cent 
discount, when paying 3 per cent on the face 
value. 

Every rent payer has had it brought home 
to him in the last year or two that some of the 
additional burden imposed by the council 
falls upon him and there is a strong proba- 
bility, therefore, that a new nonsocialistic 
régime will be installed as a result of the 
election on March 2. 


FOLK IN PERIL OF PNEUMONIA. 


Missouri Governor Confined to Bed 
with Severe Cold and Fever as Re- 
sult of Wearing Work. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 2.—[Special.}— 
Gov. Folk has been confined to his bed all 
Gay as the result of a severe cold, and it is 
feared that pneumonia may develop. His 
temperature is “101 tonight. Dr. -Charles 
Hough of this city, who is attending the gov- 
ernor, thinks that within twelve hours he 
will be able to tell whether serious devel- 
opments may take place. As yet he says 
there ig no need of great alarm. Since the 
legislature opened the governor has lost a 
great deal of sleep through adhesion to his 
rule to hear every one to whom it is possible 
to give an audience. 


TRUSTS OUTLAWS IN OKLAHOMA 


Constitutional Convention Adopts Pro- 
vision Declaring Them Criminals 
—Prohibition Seems Sure. 


Guthrie, Okla., Feb. 2.—The constitutional 
convention today adopted the following pro- 


* Trusts and monopolies shall be treated as 


in a dispatch of March 6 from Manila. He 
had been subjected to court martial pro- 
ceedings, on charges of having, while on this 
ill fated expedition, executed natives of the 
island of Samar without trial.

Maj. Waller’s Barbarities. 

This sounds like an indictment of the Bel- 
gians in the Congo put forth by the Congo 
Reform association. It is revolting; it is 
horrible; it probably is true. Personally, I 
believe that Maj. Waller must have suf- 
fered from the physical, the mental, the 
moral disintegration which the tropics so 
constantly produce in white men. = It is 
unlikely that he was by nature a man of ex- 
ceptional cruelty. He became what he was 
—either permanently or for a time—through 
the environment in which he lived. He had 
excuse; so have the Belgians. There is 
another respect in which this quotation 
sounds Congo like. Maj. Waller insisted that 
he “had acted“tinder superior authority.” 

This phrasé, he “ acted under superior au- 
thority,”’ constantly is harped upon by Morel 
and others of the Congo agitators. Much is 
made of it, and we are constantly asked to 
trace home the order which issued from supe- 
rior authority. From whom came Maj. Wal- 
ler’s orders? In his trial, Feb. 8, 1902, he 
disclosed the startling neture of Gen. 
Smith’e orders as he had understood them. 
He swore that Gen. Smith had said, “I wish 
you to kill and burn. The more you kill the 
more you will please me. The interior of Sa- 
mar must be made a howling wilderness. 
Kill every native over 10 years old.” 


Congo Trials a Farce? 

When serious complaints of maladminis- 
tration are brought before the Belgian au- 
thorities of the Congo, investigation and trial 
are usualy ordereé. The Congo agitators 
lay great stress upom the fact that in the 
Congo these trials are farces; that the ac- 


cused is rarely sentenced to punishment; that 


sometimes after his acquittal he is lioniszed, 
made a-hero of, advanced in office. This is 
an unpardonable crime when committed by 
the Belgians. Lothaire—and really Lothaire 
was as bad as any—was thus treated. One 
would imagine from the chorus of complaint 
along this line that every English or Ameri- 
ean officer accused of cruelty, misgovern- 
ment, or maladministration was promptly 
and severely punished. 

Maj. Waller received the verdict that he 
had acted “in accordance with the rules of 
war, the orders of his superior, and the mili- 
tary exigencies of the sitwation.”” This again 
can hardly be improved upon in all the cases 
put forward joyously by the reformers. When 
compleint is made it is never treated honestly. 
There is always whitewashing. Why howl 
over Belgian failure to punish? Waller's ver- 
dict Shows that we do precisely the same 
thing in the same circumstances. 


How About Gen. Smith, U.S. AP .

It was reported on the 14th that Governor 
General Ide has determined to exterminate 
the Pulajanes, even if it should take every;

And why is 
depopulation worse in Africa than in the 
Philippines? Why should a president who 
views the latter with complacency—and I 
may say with commendation—feel so keenly 
with reference to the former. A special mes- 
sage of commendation was promptly sent 
to an American leader for his killing of hun- 
dreds of men, women, and children; depopu- 
lation on a large scale and of the same kind 
as he reprobates when done by Leopold’s 
soldiers. Our friends of the Congo Reform

lation and resources of Cuba to maintain 
them. This will give us repeated opportuni- 
ties for interference in the affairs of the 
island, interference which ultimately may 
weary the people into assent to uniting with 
us. They will lose both independence and 
happiness and we will gain an added Problem; 
and the only persons profited will be-those 
who are and will be exploiting the island for 
their selfish ends. 


Filipino Home Rule. 

So, in the Philippines, we wil! develop a 
government which, theoretically, may seem 
perfect. The difficulty is that it must be 
much less suitable for Filipinos than a less 
perfect government, planned and carried out 
along lines of their own ideas. Lately a 
Filipino in this country has said something 
which has the ring of truth. “We have 
money enough to maintain a better and less 
expensive government then that costly one 
which is trying to make the people what the 
government Wants them to be, and not to 
make itself what the people want and expect, 
dictating laws one day which next day are 
canceled and changed in a thousand Places 
and in a thousand ways, so that justice is 
converted into a mere babel. Believe, me 
dear sir, that even our ‘ephemeral govern-

Why Not Heip Liberia? 

If it is necessary for us as a natioh to look 
for African adventure: if to give a etrénuous 
president the feeling that he is * doing some- 
thing ’’ we must meddle in the affairs of the 
dark continent, there is a district where we 
might intervene with more of reason, and 
consistency, and grace than we are doing by 
going to the Congo. We once established on 
African soil, whether wisely or not I do not 
intend to discuss, a free republic for the 
blacks. In Liberia we have an American en- 
terprise, pure and simple. It has not been a 
great success. It is just possible—though T 
doubt it—that Liberia would at several times 
have profited and been advantaged by our 
instruction andinterest. But it seems to pos- 
sess little interest for us. Just now, like the 
Congo, it is attracting British attention. 
Whether it has large or little value, whether 
It possesses great opportunities or not, it is 
now a center of interest to Great Britain. 
She does not need our help in pulling chest- 
nuts from the fire there, and there has been 
strange silence and ignorance in this country 
regarding it as a new sphere for English in- 
fluence. If we assist Engiand in expanding 
her African poseessions at the expenge of the 
Congo Free State, Liberia will be the next 
fraction of Africa to succumb to English 
rule. England's methods of procedure are 
various. It might be a useful lesson for our 
statesmen and politicians to study Liberia 
prospects with care. We are still young be 
the business of grabbing other people’ ® lands. 
England could teach _us many lessons. The 
latest one may well be worthy our attention, 
since, in a certain sense, it deals with a dis 
trict where we naturally possess an interest.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—[{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt was informed today by 
an Ohio republican representative that if he 
persisted in his \intention to nominate a 
negro for surveyor: of the port of Cincinnati 
he could not hope to see a successful fight 
maintained against the Foraker-Dick or- 
ganization in that state. 

Letters .of protest against the proposed 
nomination are pouring in from the Buck- 
eye state on its:senators and representatives. 
With one accord they declare that the nomi- 
nation would injure the president's popu- 
larity. ' 

Harvey M. Dougherty of Columbus, who 
has been here for a few days conferring with 
Representative Burton as to the advisability 
of making a fightgagainst the Foraker ‘dele- 
gation to the nationalt-convention of 1908, 
promptly suspended negotiations at the-first 
report that the president had in mind the 
nomination of .a negro for so important a 
post as a surveyor ofthe port of Cincinnatt. 

Both Dougherty and Representative Bur- 
ton hope to dissuade the president from car- 
rying out his plan, but they admit that If they 
fail the fight against Senator Foraker in ‘be- 
half of the president, Secretary Taft, or any 
other administration favorite will be fore- 
doomed to failure. 


Fattest Job Ever for Negro. 
Columbus, O., Feb.’2.—[Special.]—If Ralph 


\W. Tyler, a negro litician of Columbus, 


wins the collectorship of customs at Cincin- 
nati, which seems probable, he will have 
landed the fattest job 
ever has bestowed on’a m@mber of the black 
race. The position pays about $5.000 a year, 
which is $3,200 more than the famous Dr. 
Crum of Charleston, 8. C., gets. A negro col- 
lector in New York receives $4,000 and Reg- 
ister.

El Alba, steamed intoport 
today after a 1,400 mile race against a fire 
which _ had raged in {ts hold since last Tues- 
day midnight. 

For four days and nights the crew of fifty- 
one men fought the flames with scarcely an 
hour’s rest. ' 

El Alba cleared from Galveston at noon 
last Monday with a cargo of cotton, sugar, 
wool, and canned goods. At midnight on 
Tuesday the deck watchman found smoke 
coming from the forward ventilators and 
gave the alarm. The fire was located in 
hold No. 1, thirty feet below deck. 

The ship is equipped with a steam fire 
smotherihg apparatus, and this was turned 
on in full force, and the crew began the long 
battle with the flames. 

At the same time Capt. Robert B. Quick 
ordered full speed ahead and began a race 
with the fire for New York, 1,400 miles away, 
with smoke pouring from every opening. El 
Alba is one of the fastest freight ships afloat, 
making sixteen knots an hour. The first 
day out from Galveston the steamer made its 
regular schedule, 313 miles. The first day 
after the fire was discovered the veseel made 
870 miles, the second day 383, the third 388, 
and the fourth 360. 

El Alba was not due in New York until 
Ta. m. Suriday, but the steamer came in just 
fourteen hours ahead of schedule. Hour 
by hour on the 1,400 mile run Capt. Quick 
could notice the volume of smoke diminishing 
and knew the steam and#he crew were doing 
the work. When he passed Sandy Hook to- 
day Capt. Quick signaled that the fire was 
under control.

railroads themselves really need is an ac- 
count of stock-taken as a merchant would 
take it at the end of his mercantile year. 

Railroad statistics as to operating ex- 
penses and as to receipts in cash from freight, 
passengers, sleeping cars, express business, 
and sifnilar items, are now fairly reliable. 
The actual cost of a railroad has been deter- 
mined approximately once or twice, but the 
real cash value of any lineghas been almost 
impossible to ascrtain. ' 


Seeks to Fix Value of Roads. 


Prof. Adams, doing the work jointly for 
the interstate commerce commission and the 
census, recently supervised a technical at- 
tempt to get at the value of the railroads of 
the United States. He figured out the com- 
mercial value of railway operating property 
in the United States, computed for the year 
1904, at $11,244,852,000. This is the only basis 
of physical valuation now obtainable, and 
yet it is manifestly insufficient, and the pres- 
ident is seeking to secure an actual assess- 
ment of railroad property by means of which 
the commission in the long run may be en- 
abled to determine what is a fair freight 
rate without taking into consideration the 
necessity of providing earnings for millions 
upon millions of watered stock. 

In July, 1004, the census bureau appointed 
field agents to visit all thre different states for 
the purpose of finding what valuation was 
placed by state officialg or by the assess- 
ment boards upon this class of property. 
The system of appraisement was so diverse 
that it was found this method would not pro- 
duce satisfactory results. 

It was finally determined that the only way 
to arrive at the fair cash. value of a railroad 
operating properly would be to capitalize the 
real net earnings at a rate to be determined 
by the market value of their securities. 
This is purely a theoretical method of arriv- 
ing at the value of railroad property, because 
in many cases the operating expenses are 
diverted from their legitimate object. In 
some cases railroad records deliberately 
break down the earning value of their line 
so as to reduce the stock market quotations 
accordingly. 


Problem Is Most Difficult. 


At the time the report by Prof. Adams was 
prepared the interstate commerce commis- 
sion had mo authority to ask for reports from 
the Pullman Sleeping Car company, the com- 
panies owning private cars, or for the ex- 
press corporations.. Besides this there had 
been a community of intereste between the 
railroads so that in many cases one line had 
used the rolling stock of another, there had 
been common use of trackage, and the net 
work of actual physical valuation had be- 
come too intricate to be settled by any the- 
oretical process of appraisement. 

When the interstate commerce commission 
gets to work at the problem under instruc- 
tions from the president, it is hoped it will 
be im a position, under the large powers 
gratited to it by the new law, to compel the 
railroad managers to fix a cash valuation 
on their physical property. There is a belief 
that the census valuation is beneath the 
proper figure. It does not take into consid- 
eration the general value of franchises and 
the good will which is such an important 
part of railway property. 

According to the census figures Pennsyl 
vania, New York, and Illinois lead the rest 
of the states in the order named in the com- 
mercial value of railway operating property. 
June 30, 1904. Those three states are cred: 
ited with 7 per cent of the value of all the 
lines In. the United States. On a mileage 
basis the leaders are Texas, Illinois, and 
Pennsylvania, each having 11,000 miles of 
single track out of a total of 819,922 for the 


United States. 
.» True Valuation May Help Roads. < 


According to Prof. Adams’ figures, the av- 
erage value of a railroad per mile of single 
track is $52,600. This is but little more than 
the cost of building the track as fixed 
by President Hill and others. The interstate 
commerce figures, if they can be put together 
undoubtedly show an 
enormous increase in the value of terminal 
property, some of which is concealed through 
the ownership of subsidiary companies, and 
most of which is assessed by local officials at 
a purely nominal value, 

Rallroad men themselves expect to secure 
from the new appraisement a demonstration 
of the fact that the real physical value of the 
property is not at the present time out of pro- 
portion to the stock and bonds representing 
the debt of the different lines. If the ap- 

‘praisement shows this, it will prove that the 
railroads themselves have assimilated the 
immense amount of water pumped into them 
by the stock jobbers, and it will put them 
in a much better position to go abroad and 
ask for new capital with which to build 
thousands upon thousands of miles of new 
track, build terminal facilities, and gener- 
ally. put the roads in condition to handle the 
business which has been thrust upon them

PRISON HEAD IS ASSAILED 


WARDEN ACCUSER OF MISCON- 
STRUING CONVICT LABOR LAW: 


Men Sent to Joliet Penitentiary fer 
Crimes Are Said to Be Working for 
Outside Manufacturers in Unjust 
Competition with Those Who Eim- 
ploy Free Workers—Amendment of 
Statute Is Suggested in Order to 
Remedy the Trouble Caused. 


An unofficial set of charges of irregularities 
in connection with the administration at the 
Joliet state penitentiary has set tongues 
buzzing in Chicago, Joliet, and Springfield. 

In some quarters doubts of the wisdom of 
some of the warden’s methods have been ex- 
pressed, but the most direct charge made 
against him by a Chicago manufacturer is 
that he-is violating the spirit of the law gov- 
erning the making of goods by convicts. 

The men credited with. being responsible 
for the agitation are Cafvin H. Hill of Oak 
Park, treasurer of the Heywood Bros. & 
Wekefield company, manufacturers of reed 
chairs; Harry Hodkinson, 8088 Lake Park av- 
enue, now an employé of the Jackson Corbett 
company; and W.M. Cochrane, president of 
Ler Vance Fitzgibbons Furniture company of 

oliet. 

Hill Tells His Complaint. 

Mr, Hill when seen at his house fn Oak Park 
last night said he has complaints to make of 
the management of the penitentiary from an 
economical standpoint, although he has no 
intention of making any forma! charges 

“I have no intention of entering into a con-~ 
troversy with the state administration and I 
have no desire to do so,” Mr. Hil) added. 
“So far as charges of graft and corruption 
are concened, I know nothing about them. 
I have been credited with more than I bar- 
gained for. While there are certain things 
down there that manufacturers do not like, 
it was no part of the plan to make an attack 
on officials. 

“ The law of 1908 provided that all peniten- 
tlary products must be used by the state. 
Nothing could be sold in the open market. 
In 1905 some of the penitentiary offictals 
wanted the law abolished. By a compromise 
with the labor federations it was amended to 
provide that only 40 per cent of the produot 
should be sold outside. 


‘Think Law Is Misconstrued. 


“ There wae an understanding which never 
was incorporated into the law to the effect 
that the state should undertake only the 

ufacture of such articles as the state 
cou use 6 per cent of. Warden Mur- 
phy has construed the law to mean that 40 
per cent of the corivicts may be employed 
solely on work to be sold outside and thus 
the state has become a legal burglar. 

“ By the use of the most up to date ma- 
chinery, which never should have been put- 
in a penitentiary, it is making more shirts 
there in a week than could be used by the 
state in a year and disposing of them through 
the medium of the Reliance Shirt company. 
They sell rattan chairs at a price that 1 be- 
Heve to be below the cost the material, 
and while a supply of those shairs is on the 
merket other manufacturers ot sell their 
stocks. 

“If the penitentiary could turn out an un- 
limited volume of products it would put the 
outside men out of business. Prison con- 
tractors never have stocks of goods on hand. 
Cooperage for the stockyards comes*from the 
Indiana penitentiary at Michigan City and 
coopers say the price is kept down. 


Urges Change of Statute. 

“The remedy for this state of affairs is 
the repeal of the present law and the re- 
enactment of the law of 1908. I advocate the 
manufacture of prison products from as near 
the raw state as it is possible to get and by 
hand. The state would save paying for the 
work of bringing raw material to a certain 


degree of finish before it goes to the pent- 4. 


tentiary. If the work were done by hand 
the convicts would have steady employment 
and more of it, and the ends of society would 
be served. 

“I don’t blame Warden Murphy for not 
showing his books. They might refiect on 
his business acument but I don’t think they 
would show any confusion of accounts that 
I basa x t eg wr igg gt If there is any jug- 
gting of any ki don’t think it 
the books. species 

“The Prison Contractors’ association has a 
big fund to fight anti-convict labor legislation. 
All the prison wardens I know of side with 
the contractors.

GUWND A WIEBOLDT CLEW. 


DETECTIVES SEEK DRESSMAKER 
EMPLOYED BY MARTHA. 


Daughter of Missing Lake View Mer- 
chant Had Told of Plans for Trav- 
eling in Germany and Suspicions 
' Are Expressed That the Two May 
Now Be on Way There—Another 
Letter Signed “M.” Is Given Out by 
Attorney. 


Detectives from the office of the attorney 
for the fire department, Frank J. Hogan, are 
searching for a dressmaker formerly em- 
ployed by Martha Wiebohkit, daughter of the 
Lake View merchant, who has been missing 
with her father for a week. The deteci!ves 
expect to learn from this women the plans 
that the Wieboldte made to travel in Ger- 
many, where they formerly lived. 

it was learned that for several weeke pre- 
vious to her disappearance and the fire in 
the Belmont avenue store Mise Wieboldt had 
been buying costly gowns and garmemes of all 
kinds. She confided her plans to the dress- 
maker, saying thet she and her father were 
going to Burope in June. The police theorv 
is that the miseing anes are headed toward 
Europe, despite receipt of another alleged 
letter from, Miss Wieboldt sent from un- 
known parts. 

Attorney James Rosenthal, representing 
the receiver in the bankruptcy proceedings 

Wieboldt, expressed the conviction 
the Wteboldts were in Europe. 


Studying French and German. 

“We have found on going through the flat 
they occupied,’’ he said, ‘‘ several French and 
Germap text books. Their friends tell us 
that Martha had been studying them a great 
deal] recently and that she often said she and 
her father would go to Burope soon. “In my 
opinion ali this suicide talk is a biind to bet 
them get away. 

“We have found that Wieboldt drew $135 
from the bank the Monday after the fire, and 
he probably had a good deal of money on 
hand from collections he made in the last 
week he was in Chicago. Several of his cus- 
tomers have testified to paying him money 
recently. The story of suicide as given out 
by the daughter is the most improbable thing 
I ever heard of.” 


Letter from “M.” 

A Jetter signed ‘‘ M,"’ supposed to have been 
written by Miss Wieboldt, was given out 
during the day by persons interested in bol- 
stering up the suicide theory. It is sald to 
have come from an outside city, and reads in 
part as follows: 

‘My Dear Friends: I arrived safe and 
sound as far as physical things go. I am 
driven almost to distraction by my great 
troubles. Sometimes I thnik it would be well 
if I would end it all. I got the papers today 
and saw how they etill think my poor father 
set the store on fire, and some even intimate 
that I did it too.) How could he have set fire 
to the store when he down at my aunt’s 
since 8 o'clock in the ernoon, and the fire 
did not start until 6 o'clock. Some of the 
papers seem to think that I started the fire, 
but the girls were with me all the time. 

“ How could I be there and upstairs, too? 
If they found oll soaked things I know noth- 


-ing about it. My father did not do it.” 


Thinks Letter Absurd, 

“This from a daughter distracted because 
she thinks her father is dead,”’ said Mr. 
Hogan. “It ie absurd. Im the first letter 
she wrote she admitted that they had com- 
mitted the orime."’ 

The insurance situation in reference to the 
Wieboldt' store becomes more strange. 
Thirty policies for $1,000 each were taken 
out In as many companies during the last 
year. Stx were taken out in December and 
the last one Jan. 2. | 

A list of the insurance policies taken out 
by Wieboldt shows that he took out a policy 
of $1,000 every other day in the latter part 
of February, 1906, and less frequently after 
that. He took out six policies in February, 
one in March, three in April, one in May; two 
in June, one in July, three in August, one 
in September, one tn October, four in Novem- 
ber, six in December, and one in January.

The first genuine gunshot of the municipal 
campaign to be waged between how and April 
was fired yesterday. Weeks ahead of the 
other party organizations, the Chicago pro- 
hibitionists asseribled in convention in the 
afternoon at Willard hall, placed a ticket in 
the field, and by night were equipped with a 
full fledged campaign fund. j 

In the matter of nominations the convey- 
tion was unenimous, but when it came to the 
adoption of a platform harmony took wings 
and fled. Hours were consumed in heated 
debate over a plank indorsing the “ recall,” 
another favoring the election of the school 
board by the people, and a third urging an 
ultimate reduction of street car fare to 1 
cent'as a solution of Chicago's -traction 
problem. 


Name Brubaker for Mayor. 


The choice of the convention for mayor was 
Wildam A. Brubaker, @ prohibition lect jes 
residing at 6542 Ellie avenue. Mr. Brub 
came to Chicago in 1901 from Peoria, where 
he was secretary for the Young Men's Chris 
tian association, and since that time has lec- 
tured in most of the Protestant churches of 
the city. For several years he has been sec- 
retary and field worker of the prohibition 
county central committee. 

Some opposition to Mr. rg, saneteg nomi- 
nation was expected, R. J of the 
Twenty-eixth ward and John Neween and 
Jenkin Licyd Jones of the Sixth having been 
mentioned as candidates, but no contest de- 
veloped. 

For treasurer the comvention nominated 
Walter B. Gillespie, 2122 Washington bou- 
levard, a bond dealer with offices in the 
Woman’s temple, and for city clerk Ray N. 
Lloyd, 2860 North Hermitage avenue, a Ra- 
venewood real estate dealer. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the 
city convention the delegates were declared 
seated in judicial and sanitary district con- 
ventions tn quick succession and the county 
central committee authorized to make nom- 
inatione in anticipation of calle for elections 
to fill vacant judgeships and a vacancy on 
the drainage board 

Two Hundred Delegates Present. 

When the convention was called to order 
by A. DB. Hoyt 200 delegates, representing 
thirty-two wards of the city, were present. 
Through an error thecal! for’ the}convention 
had announced that the representation would 
be one delegate for every twenty-five votes 
cast for state treasurer at the last election 
instead of one for every ten votes, as was 
intended, so that the number of delegates was 
smaller than in former years. 

John H. Hill was chosen temporary chair- 
man, BE. L. Kietzing secretary, and Leo F. 
Jeammene assistant secretary. Thete were 
subsequently made the permanent officers of 
the convention. The proceedings’ were 
opened with prayer by the Rev. F. H. Parkin- 


son. 

While the various committees were effect- 

€ a permanent organization political en- 
tu Vaem was aroused in the delegates by 
brief speeches from Representatives John R. 
Golden and Clay F. Gaumer, and William 
P. Allin, prohibition candidate for state treas- 
urer at the last election. 

Finally Adopt a Platform. 

As finally adopted, the platform contains 
substantially the following planks: 

Denunciation of the Mquor traffic as a trade 
which should be outlawed. 

PDnforcement of the Sunday laws and short 
hours for laborers demanded. 

Sunday closing clause in the three-pronged 
referendum deciared to be “ deliberately decept- 
ive and misleading *’; voters called upon to vote 
** No."* 

Home. rule for Chicago, with “ laws for’ the 
conservation of the public morais uniform through- 
out the state.’’ 

Blection of the school board by the people. The 
board warned not to “* sacrifice essentials to the 
fade, fancies, whims, or prejudices of any ele- 
ment.”” Full instruction in the physiological 
effects of liquor and narcotics demanded. 

ADolishment of the party circle. The establish- 
ment of a complete system of direct primaries. 
Woman suffrage, teh initiative, referendum, and 
recall indorsed. 

Rejection of all ordinances for the settlement 
of the traction question; immediate steps to obtain 
municipal control of the car lines; reduction of 
car fare to three cents, ‘‘and ultimately jower.”’ 

Establishment of a telephone schedule based 
on a charge of two cents a message, with a mini- 
mum of fifty cents a month for each telephone, 

Immediate reduction of the gas rate to W centsa 
thousand. : 

Extension of email parks, public playgrounds, 
and bathing beaches; underground wires; daily 
garbage collections; a new city hall; restriction 
of amusement parks tn residence districts; a wide 
tire law; an ordinence forbidding further con- 
struction of block pavemerm; an ordinance forbid- 
ding large billboards.

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The manufacture of automobiles has grown 
within the last six or seven years inte one 
of the greatest of American industries. Since 
the beginning of the present century, when 
the automobile industry may be said to have 
had its start in this country, the output hae 
increased from a few scattered vehicles in 
the first year of their manufacture, to an esti~- 
mated total of 60,000 machines during the 
year recently closed. Since 1908. when 2,700 
automobiles were sold, the annua! output hae 
increased geometrically, and with the present 
encouraging outlook for the coming season, 
as evidenced by the widespread interest in 
this year’s exhibition at the Coliseum, Amer- 
ican manufacturers expect to dispose ef ap- 
proximately 100,000 machines before the year 
come to a.close. 

The manufacture of automobiles began in 
France, and in that country the: s¢lf-pre- 
pellied vehicle has attained its greatest de- 
| velopment. Until last year the Fren¢h fac- 
tories turned out more machines than the 
rest of Europe combined, and until the craze 
swept ever this country the supremacy of 
France in the manufacture of automobiles 
was never seriously threatened. Last year 
the American output exceeded the product 
of French concerns by 5,000 machines, and 
the makers in this country produced and sola 
almost as many automobiles as England, 
Belgium, Italy, and Germany combined..

AUTO LEAGUE AID TO TRADE. 


Licensed Manufacturers’ Association 
Develops the Industry to a Higher 
Plane in Business Circles. 


The work of the Association of Licensed 
Automobile Manufacturers for the last year 
has been devoted mainly to the development 
of the industry in a way that would place it 
on the level with and, if possible, higher than 
any of the standard manufacturing interests, 

Many departments and branches were or- 
ganized in the association and committees 
from the various manufacturers selected. 
The mechanical branch, agency department, 
patent association, traffic department, show, 
handbook, and advertising committees, al 
with their specific duties, have been instru- 
mental in not only bringing about many 
reforms of benefit to the manufacturer and 
dealer, but to the user, and, from the co- 
operative strength of the members, gradu- 


ally but surely brought the automobile to its 
present standardized position. 

The mechanical branch is constantly mak- 
ing experiments and tests. Its laboratory 
is in charge of an expert metallurgist. Tests 
in steel are being made, and it may unre- 
servedly be said that through the efferts of 
the mechanica] branch that the grade of 
steel now used in the association Cars is su- 
perior in many cases to that used by the for- 
eign manufacturer. 

The adoption of the A. L. A. M. screw 
standard is recognized to be one of the most 
important things accomplished by any body 
of manufacturers. Every user of an auto- 
mobile knows what ft means to be stranded 
by the stripping of a nut or bolt, and the 
additional aggravation by finding, when he 
reaches qa repair shop, that the nut or bolt 
obtained is useless on account of the varied 
pitch of the thread or the size of the head of 
a nut. Uniformity and standardization of 
parts cam do more to do away with the an- 
noying trifies that befall the user than any- 
thing else. The A. L. A. M. spark plug of 
uniform: size and pitch of thread is another 
meritorious undertaking. 

The agency department of the associa- 
tion is. another important branch, especially 
in the selling end of the industry. The traf- 
fic department is of particular interest to all 
concerned in motordum. It is generally 
known that the transportation of automobiles 
has become one of the chief sources of rev- 
enue to the railroads today. Thedepartment 
has been instrumental in obtaining better 
rates on nearly all classes of automobile 
traffic. It suggests and assists in the routing 
of the product of its members in such a way 
so that not only are better rates obtained, but 
it facilitates the handling of the product, iIn- 
suring in many cases a safer and quicker 
delivery. Reduced rates on parts, and many

reclassifications of benefit both to the manu- 
facturer and user is the result of the untiring 
efforts of the department. The adoptfon by 
the railroads of suitable box cars with large 
side doors is a feature that must not be over- 
looked. 

The action of the traffic department in In- 
stigating a petition to the steamship com- 
panies for the abolishment of the necessity of 
crating automobiles has received consider- 
able attention. Heretofore it was with great 
inconvenience that a tourist toe the south or 
to Europe found it necessary to crate at a 
considerable expense all automobiles shipped. 


TALK OF NEW ASSOCIATION. 


Power Boat Clubs Likely to Organize 
and Hold First Convention Dur- 
ing Local Show. 


According to a number of authorities on 
power boats it is likely that a western asso- 
ciation of power boat clubs will have its for- 
mation in time to hold its first convention 
during the progress of the second annual 
power boat show at the Seventh Regiment 
armory, March2to¥. A movemert towards 
this énd is on foot. Arrangements already 
have been made by the local clubs to have 
one night each, and if the association is 
formed, as now seems certain, in all poseibil- 
ity it will result in all the clubs combining 
and holding a grand “‘ club night’ Saturday 
evening, March 2, the opening day. A parade 
with floats depicting the progress of the 
power boat is being talked of. Manager An- 
derson is arranging for a guessing contest on 
the points of a high speed boat as one of the 
features of the show.

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automobile industry {s difficult to determine. 
Even the foremost makers are agreed that 
as yet the industry is in its infancy and for 
that reagon there has been no authoritative 
attempt to compile statistics concerning the 
extent of automnobile manufacture. Recently. 
however, a Frenchman named Faroux, him- 
self an authority on gontinental automobile 
progress, prepared a table of figures showips, 
the extent of the industry in all the leadin 

countries of the world: Fiaroux spent nearly 


@ year preparing his figures and believes his’ 


conclusions ere as nearly accurate as it is 
possible t obtain. 

According to the Fremch authority, Americw# 
has produced e total of approximately 98,000 
machines at an everage value of $2,000 each. 
This would bring the total value of the output 
to almost §200.000,000 and when to this 
amount is added the money invested in fac- 
tories, salesrooms, repair stations, and the 
factories for the manufacture of auxtlary, 
parts it readily will be seen that the industry 
is built around an investment of approaxi- 
mately $500,000,000. 


Gains in Horse Vehicles. 

To give a definite idea of the volume of 
automobile manufacture in the United States, 
a comparison with the business done by the 
makers of horse drawn vehicies easily can be 
made. During the year 1906 these concerns 
turned out a total of 1,700,000 vehicles, valued 


| at $97,000,000. Family and pleasure carriages 
| numbered 040,000, valued at $57,000,000, while 


business and farm wagons numbered 644,000, 
worth $37,000,000. Sleighs and sleds to the 
number of 127,000 were made during the same 
period. By these figures it will be seen that 
the power driven vehicles are making tre- 
mendous inroads on the popularity of tle 
horse. 

Realizing, as they do, that the automobile 
has come to stay, and that its continued popu- 
larity means a decrease in their business, the 
makers of horse drawn vehicles are utilizing 
a part of their plants for the manufacture

Tt looks as if Senator Gus Hartman means 
business with that anti-fight bill, and that 
he intends to screw down the pugilistic lid 
in California. When the senator sprung his 
bill the impression wentjabroad that it would 
meet the same fate as did Ralston’s bill two 
years ago. The Ralston bill was sidetracked 
before it struck the main track by the’ Frisco 
promoters and others directly interested in 
the game. That was before the quake, and 
when the game was netting huge profits for 
the promoters and the poolroom keepers. It 
was not dificult to raise a poo! to kill Rals- 
ton’s hobby, as there was peace among the 
promoters, and a number of first class 
matches in sight. 

There has not been anything startling in 
the pugilistic line in San Francisco since 
the disaster, besides which, the promoters are 
at loggerheads, and from all accounts there 
has been no pool raised to toss Hartman's 
bill into the waste basket.

Hartman is not areformer. He is what is 
termed a fight crank. He occupied a front 
seat at all the fights, and was as rabida fan 
as could be found in the country. Unfor- 
tunately, he tried to make fight cranks out 
‘of his constituents, but at the expense of 
the promoters. His complimentary limit for 
all fights was three. This he tried to press 
to sixteen, according to reports, and when 
he was refused by Promoter Momris Levy 
he turned reformer. 

Should his, bill pass, which is expected, 
it will break off the Burns-O'Brien heavy- 
weight championship fight, which is sched- 
uled to take place at Los Angeles next May. 
That would be a sad, sad blow to the fighters, 
as Promoter McCarey has agreed to hang up 
$30,000 forthe mill. That isa chunk of money 
for a pair of scrappers, and probably more 
than they will be offered by the Nevada 
boomers should it fall through. With Cali- 
fornia out of the running, Nevada will bethe 
only state in the union in which long distance 
fights can be pulled off, and, holding the 
trump hand, its boomers will make the fight. 
ers dance to their music.

The handling 
of the Crabtree horses will in no way con- 
flict with McHenry's work as a public trainer, 
and he is making engagemerits now with 
owners who are desirous of securing his 
services fér the coming campaign. 

One of the former Memphis trainers who 
will be missing at the home track this year 
is James Hogan, who has signed to handle 
the horses of J. K. Newman, a wealthy New 
Yorker. who has a stock farm in Kentucky. 
The stallion Ormonde. owned by Mr. New- 
man, showed better than a 2:10 trotter two 
years ago, but last summer he was out of 
form. It ia understood he will not be trained 
this year, Dut saved over and given a careful 
“prep” for the campaign of 1908. 


Hogan Is Versatile. 


Hogan's principal work this year will be 
with the colts on the. Newman place, and 
that he will make a success of the job is not 
to be doubted. .In addition to being a nat- 
ural horseman Hogan has the sort of tem- 
perament that takes well with horses of all 
sorts, and especially with young things. As 
showing his versatility in the training line 
it may be said that-Hogan took the stallion 
Snvder eGregor when that horse was not 
any too well thought of by the experts and 
made a great trotter of him, winning a num- 
ber of races In grand circuit company, and 
giving him a mark better than 2:06. Also he 
gave the now famous pacer Ardelle her first 
lesson in the speedmaking line, and to Ho- 
gan’s good judgment in her early training 
probably is due the fact that she is a first 
class race nag instead of a speed crazy 
spoiled one. Ardelle had so much speed 
when Hogan once got her balanced and 
straightened away on a pace that in nine 
cases out of ten the driver would have al- 
lowed her to go a lot of fast quarters at a 
time when that would have been the worst 
possible sort of education for the fleet miss. 
As it was, she was brought along gradually, 
and when turned over to Geers about d year 
ago was known as a sure 2:08 pacer, with a 
good chance of hitting the two minute mark 
with more age. 


Billings Makes Nominations. 


c. K. G. Billings, under the name of the 
Cuyahoga stable, is naming his once famous 
matinée mares in the Futurities and their 
foals are likely to be performing in a couple 
of years from now. These mares are eight 
in number, and all have been nominated in 
the Horse Review futurity. They are all in 
foal to John A. McKerron, 2:04%, and the 
lot includes Lou Dillon, 1:58%; Lucile, 2:07; 
Clarita W., 2:09%; Imogene, 2:11%; Bugle, 
2:12%4; Fannie Foley, 2:11: and the pacers Ma- 
gette, 2:04%4, and Glad News. 

Up to date Mr. Billings has not raced any 
ef his horses on the professional turf, but 
when it comes to colt stakes the rules that 
apply to aged horses are not In evidence. 
The racing of home bred foals in colt stakes 
always has been held to be the acme of sport 
for the man who really loves horses, and 
many a man that would not dream of allow- 
ing his aged horses to start in purse races 
has no objection to the colts taking a flyer 
at the stake game. Mr. Billings, a thorough 
horseman of the best type, took a great deal 
of personal pleasure in. driving the mares 
named above, and when their turf days were 
over it was natural he should want to reserve 
them for the broodmare ranks. Having done 
this it was: not to be expected he would de- 
prive himself of the gratification of seeing 
their produce race when they were of an age 
to become harnesswise, and this accounts 
for the nominations now being made in the 

ies. 
eyes more than likely Mr. Billings will be- 
come a member of the National Breeders 
association now forming, 4s several of the

mer when May Sutton was over in England. 
She*wes understood to be acting as a kind of 
ambaseadress for Mre. Astor and other pro- 
moters .of. @ suggested Anglo-American 
match. . 

Not only did she enlist the ardent sympa- 
thies of the lawn tennie public here but prom- 
ises to go.over to America this coming sum- 
mer were made by several of the foremost 
women players. ‘Ts. Hillyard, for several 
years women's nplicn of England, with 
whom Miss Sutton mopped in Leicesiershire, 
was most keen about the tour, and expressed 
her willingness to eaptain the British con- 
tingent. 

Since Miss Sutton’s return to the United 
States, however, nothing further has been 
heard on this side of the Atlantic of an inter- 
national contest, and some of the British 
players are asking whether the United States 
National association has thrown cold water 
on the attempt to create a women’s Davis 
cup competition.

PARIS, Feb. 2—Paris is agog over the ar- 

rival of the king and queen of England. Like 
all true republicans, ihe French dearly love 
a crowned heed, so any royal visitor is as- 
sure® in advance of a cordial welcome and 
lavish hospitality. But King Edward is a 
special favorites. As the prince of Wales he 
was a frequent and excecdingly popular vis- 
itor. 

As a king his first consummation was to dis- 
sipaie ali misundersiandings betwcen Eng- 
land and France. He therefore is feli to be 
a sincere friend—one who has joined aciions 
to wordse—and is regarded with a sentiment 
closely akin to affection. Queen Alexancra 
le adenired as beautiful and revered as a good 
wemen. They are today uhe most popular 
foreigners in France. 

There is ancthér reason for the warmth of 
welcome accorded them. Their visit to Paris 
is officially unofficial, but tt is not so regarded 
by the public. On ithe contrary. the people 
ask why the king. who goes to Biarritz next 
month, and consequently wil? have to traverse 
Paris then, should trouble to come io Paris 
just now, acconypanied by the queen, and 
spend eight cays. 

Consider Visit Slap at Kaiser. 

It is realized that the visit is a visible evi- 
dence of Franco-English friendship It, is 
regarded as significant that this practical re- 
minder of the unity of views is given imme- 
diately after the approval by the German 
electorate of the kaiser’s weltpolitik and fol- 
lows close on the heels of an announcement 
that a marriage is Contemplated which Is ex- 
pected to prove a bond of union between the 
reigning “houses of Germany and Russia. 

Now, the, kaiser’s policy of expansion may 
threaten French interests again, as it did in 
Morocco. The Russo-German marriage 
might affect Franco-Russian friendship. In 
either case it is important for France that 
it be in a position to rely on the support of a 
friendly power that the ententecordiale with 
England provides. 


Anglo-French Entente Guards Peace. 


With such assurance the visit of King 
Edward thus becomes a political manifesta- 
tion of much signifreance, as it emphasizes 
the fact that no matter what direction may 
be given to German weltpolitik no matter 
what may be the outcome of the German fiir- 
tation with Russit&, the Anglo-French en- 
tente still remains a substantial guarantee 
of the peace of Europe. It is the apprecia- 
tion of this fact that infuses exceptional 
warmth into the popular reception of the 
British sovereigns. 

The king and queen will remain a week 
residing at the British embassy. A couple 
of automobiles have been sent for their 
use during their visit.

LONDON, Feb. 2.—London actresses are in 
great consternation over Justice Darling's

post cards. The decision simply means that 
any photographer can lop off the head of an 
actress, stick it on any sort of a body, and seii 
the photograph to the public. 

The photograph post card craze has 
reached enormous dimensions in this coun- 
try. Photos of pretty actresses are much 
more in demand than pictures of places of 
interest. Edna May and Camille Clifford, 
when they last returned to London from the 
United States, were amazed to see from the 
shop windows to what a tremendous extent 
the craze had gone. 

Miss Clifford, seeing a prospective business 
deal, promptly took legal advice to protect 
herself against possible trouble. But there 
is no complaint against the legitimate deal 
by which the actress gets a big fee froma 
photographer to have exclusive sittings by 
her. 

Picture Actress in Nightrobe. 

Dunn & Co. were publishing faked photo- 
graphs showing Gertie Miller in a night dress 
or scantily clad, creeping from an egg shell. 
The face was an accurate representation of 
her own, but the body was that of another. 

She contended that such photographs held 
her up to ridicule and led the public to 
imagine that she had allowed herself to be 
photographed in so ridiculous a position and 
with so little on. 

The judge held this was a décolleté age 
and that there was nothing to complain of in 

he photos. The jury gave a verdict for 
unn & Co. 

This has raised an awful stgrm of protest 
from pretty actresses. Edna May is much 
frightened. She does not know to what 
lengths outrageous photographs of her may 
be carried. 

Edna May in Awful Stew. 

She not only has been caricatured as emerg- 
ing from egg shells, but once she was repre- 
sented as sitting on a rock by the sea pulling 
on her stockings. It was her head which had 
been used, but another girl whe lent herself 
for the body of the photo, as Miss Mair says, 
there is nothing to prevent an actress’ head 
from being stuck on a Venus di Milo.

LONDON, Feb. 2.—Is the revolver becom- 
ing the stiletto of England? This question 
is prompted by the recent appalling list of 
crimes committed by this cheap and easily 
procured weapon. During the last six 
months twenty-three murders, attempted 
murders, and suicides have been committed 
by means of the revolver, culminating ip the 
murder of Willlam Whiteley, “ the universal 
provider."’ 

The tendency of the age undoubtedly Is 
towards quick decisions and active meas- 
ures, and the old time deliberate and non- 
impulsive habit of the Briton has been influ- 
enced by the restless energy of the day. 

In many murder cases tried recently it has 
been shown that the deed has not been de- 
liberately premeditated. The murderer seems 
to have provided himself with a revolver so 
as to be ready for any emergency, just in 
the way the Itallan seems to carry a stiletto. 


_ License Act Stops Crimes. 

‘Inquiries reveal the surprising fact (hat the 
gunsmiths’ books show a falling off in the 
sale of revolvers of at least two-thirds since 
the act of 1008 was passed. That act re- 
quires the production of the license—or, 
rather, authority—by the would be purchaser, 
while the seiler has to keep a carcful record. 

The act has diminished remarkably the 
shooting crimes by gangs of young ruf- 
filans such as those who made Clerkenwell 
famous a few years before it was passed, 
but it has not prevented suicides or crimes 
in. which passion of some kind acts as a 
spur.

Hubert George de Burgh Canning, Vis- 
count Burke of Clanmorris, County of Mayo; 
Baron Dunkellin, County of Galway; earl of 
Clanricarde of Ireland, Baron Somerhill of 
the united kingdom, and marquis of Clanri- 
carde is 74 years old. He is a confirmed 
bachelor.

His 
brother, Ulick, Loré Dunkellin, the heir to 
title and estates, died at the age of 40 years, 
a cobonel In the guards.

In ten years he had 
risen no higher than second secretary at 
the ministry at Turin. He abandoned the 
service when his brother died.

Only Two Previous Cases Like His.

Curious, persons, éven when they are not ill bred or malicious, 
irritate us in a way which we cannot always explain or justify. They 
have the advantage over us in information and in accuracy. They 
never seem to have forgotten any person they ever met, they can 
recall every conversation they ever heard, they seem to know all that 
has happened to oneself as well as to themselves. When we are 
talking in a large and loose way about the past they pull us up with 
the correction of a Christian name, or a date, or a casual meeting, or 
a trifling incident. We affect contempt for insignificant details; as a 
matter of fact we were simply wrong and they were right, and it 
is better to be accurate than inaccurate: We get so nervous in 
their presence that even if by any chance we have the right of it 
we should give in before this remorseless memory. It is their curios- 
ity which has given them the advantage. Everything interested 
them, even the man’s remark about the weather, and the fact that 
he was somebody’s brother-in-law, or the color of his clothes. They

ness; and their acts have formed the excuse for many others to break 
laws which seem to them unjust. The profit from an unjust, though 
legal, stock watering may well prove far more demoralizing in busi- 
ness circles than the illegal freight rebate which saves from ruin a 
grain shipper caught at. a disadvantage. 

These dishonorable practices, however, of whatever nature, are 
not confined to the greater corporations. They are found in all cir- 
cles of economic society. The heads of our trades unions often, in 
their “ battling for the rights of the toiling masses,” adopt methods 
of real warfare, resorting to deception and violence, and where vio- 
lence is condemned this condemnation often is on the ground of ex- 
pediency rather than of public morals, We all of us are far too lax 
in our business practices. Look through the hundreds of columns of 
advertising in our daily ._press and in our magazines. Everywhere ex- 
aggeration of excellences, concealment of defects. Seldom bare, sim- 
ple truth. aes 

But those evils, when clearly seen, ought to show the forces 
which cause them and to suggest remedies. The aim of the state is 
not more to secure economic prosperity than moral excellence. It is 
therefore the duty of the state to keep both in view. The responsi- 
bility which rests upon the state rests upon us all as individuals, for 
we, in our organized capacity, are the state. The state should, as far 
as possible, make the conditions such that human nature will not be 
tempted beyond its strength, and make and enforce laws which shal] 
forbid the unscrupulous practices, like the employment of child labor 
or the adulteration of goods which give them an advantage over the 
conscientious. 

We, as individuals, should be willing to pay liberally for good 
service and good conditions for our laborers, instead of attempting 
always to get goods and services cheap. People are often forced into 


, dishonest practices by our determination always to buy in the cheapest 


market, . 
We may not expect an immediate revolution in moral ideals or 


in business practices. But we may hope for steady improvement. The 
measures suggested favor also greater publicity in business manage- 
ment—in itself a measure of reform. When we are all willing to pay

Pitcher Plant Eats Birds and Insects. 


The pitcher plant. is omnivorous and always hun- 
gry. it will nourish itself with either meats or vege- 
tables, cooked or uncooked. It cannot move about to cap- 
ture its prey, but this animal plant sets a trap with 
its trumpet shaped leaves, which form lids to the hol- 
low ‘trunk. The interior of the stalk is lined with 
brushes of hair, fine and sharp as needles. A butter- 
fly or moth or even a small bird that settles on oné of 
the leaves is lucky if it gets away.with its life. The 
hairy Hrushes seem to grasp the victim, the leaf folds 
up, and an acid chemically similar to the gastric juices 
of the stomach causes the insect to dissolve as if it 
were covered in quick lime. There is no doubt that 
the flesh digested by these carnivorous plants goes 
directly into the vegetable circulatory system and 
nourishes the plant, giving it growth and strength.

Flesh Eating Plants in Temperate Zone. 


While most of the flesh eating plants are found in 
the tropics, the butterwort, sundew, and toothwort, 
inhabitants of the central zone, will eat any kind of 
insect they can get hold of. If a fly alights on the 
leaf the leaf folds up and incloses its victim. An 
acid flows out from the plant, and in a minute or 
two, when the leaf has unfolded, the fly has disap-

specialization as has Miss Cassatt. She has spent all 
the years of her life in covering canvases with women 
and their children, women without children, and chil- 
dren without their mothers. 

These mothers and children of Miss Cassatt are not 
merely models posing for pictures, they are real and 
about their duties of life. Miss Cassatt is the inter- 
preter of domestic drama and her scenes all are reai- 
istic. The mothers are pretty and so are the children, 
but as a French critic says: ‘“‘ Miss Cassatt has painted 
only women who have the serious soul.” They are 
mothers quite capable of exacting obedience from these 
pretty children and preventing them from’ being nui- 
sances to their friends and neighbors. 

Her children are childlike, a quality so necessary in 
the portrayal of infant youth and yet so subtle that 
only the great and the faithful students attain it. She 
catches the quick instinctive gestures, the fleeting ex- 


pressions, the quaint mixtures of little animal and 


human soul. 


*« 
Without a Peer in Painting Child Life. 
One realizes in her paintings, besides the solid 
technique, correct values, and adroit interpretation of 


nature, a profound sentiment of infant life, childish 
gestures, clear and unconscious looks, and the loving 
expression of mothers. She is, in other words, essen- 
tially a painter and psychologist of infant life. 

Prior to settling permanently in Paris Miss Cassatt 
traveled extensively through’ Spain, Italy, and Hol- 
land, with occasional excursions to this country and 
to Japan, whose art is so distinctly reflected in her 
painting, “The Toilette,” shown here. All the sub- 
jects in this collection are notably casual, as though 
caught by a camera. If the artist has theories, hae 
been concerned with composition, arrangement or 
color themes, consideration of these has not been 
thrust forward obtrusively. Its absence gives a sense 
of spontaneity and vitality to a rare degree. In no 
case does the banality of mere prettiness appear. 
Fully one-half of the paintings are devoted to child 
life—the bath, the toilet, children playing on the 
sands, the lesson, and so on—and usually in the pro- 
tecting arms of their mothers. The absorption of the 
figures, as characteristic of nearly all her studies of 
chfldren, shuts out the spectator so that one has a 
sense of peeping over the fence or in at the window 
and seeing something of pleasing _interest®™ not 
intended for the eyes of strangers.

The powder was then brushed out, but it 
left the hair richly fragrant.

The hairdresser refused to give the queen 
the formula, but she allowed Wilhelmina to 
keep a great jar, which is now in use in the 
palace. The queen delights in the sweet smell- 
ing powder. It is made by mixing some finely 
ground cornmeal with a mixture of sweet 
herbs. The proportions are about half and 
half. The idea is to grind the cornmeal! until 
it isa mere dust. The powder is then mixed 
with it. 

In the sweet herbs there are lavender flow- 
ers, powdered mint, and some carnation pink 
sachet. The result is a powder that is de- 
lightfully pungent. In certain whiffs it is 
almost oriental in its spiciness. It is good for 
the nerves, and can be used in hot weather 
when one needs an invigorating whiff of per- 
fume. 

The method of applying it is to let down the 
hair and scatter the powder through it. A 
—Jittle cap is then put on for fifteen minutes, 
after which the hair is brushed and shaken 
until the powder disappears. This is done 
frequently and it acts as a dry shampoo. 

When the Princess Cecelia went to Berlin 
to live she took the court by storm. Her ways 
were partly Russian and she brought all the 
‘Russian daintiness of the toilet feminine with 
her. She perfumed her Hair with rose until 
they called her the Pink Princess. She wore 
rose color, she drove in a rose colored 
brougham and all her belongings were redo- 
lent with rose. 

Daily her hair was wrung out of rose water, 
which was made by her Russian serving 
woman. The formula was one long preserved 
in the family of the princess. And its secret 
was for a time jealously preserved until the 
kaiser, himself infatuated with it, begged the 
princess to let the ladies of the court have it. 

The formula runs something like this. It 
can be varied according to the strength of 
the rosé and the taste of those who use it. 
It is best to have it faintly delicate, as it is 
the most penetrating scent that is known.

Pink Princess’ Favorite Scent. 


To make this scent of the Pink Princess 
take a gallon bottle and into the bottom of it 
put a handful of rose leaves that have been 
preserved in a rose jar. They will, of course, 
be spicy and as sweet as they can be—fresh 
from their scented atmosphere of rose jar. 

On top of this handful of rose leaves lay 

two grains of musk. Only two and no more. 
And then quickly pour in a pint of the spirits 
of cologne, selecting the best quality that can 
be obtained. 
The jar is now ready for the rose and here 
one must be guided by one’s purse. The 
Pink Princess uses the pure Chinese attar of 
rose, which is worth about 30 cents a drop. 
And she puts an ounce into the jar.. Others 
use the less expensive attar. But whatever 
quality. is selected the jar should be sealed 
at once and set away to ripen. It takes two 
weeks at least. But in Berlin they allow 
three months, as it grows a aed the longer 
it stands. 

When the jar is opened ie will be a 
strong, sweet bouquet. And now there can be 
poured another pint of spirits of cologne into 
it. And the whole can be decanted into jars 
convenient to handle. 

In scenting the hair a cup is poured into a 
basin of water and the hair is daily wrung out 
of this water. It is sweet, after it has been 
fanned dry. And there clings to it the most 
delightful odor of rose. It is the pure, rich 
attar and it is most delightful to those who 
like rose, which is a universal favorite.

The latest fad of the New. York girl is to cover her head with old lace scented with 
cedar or to wear a lilac cap scented with lilac sachet. 


latest favorite of Queen Alexandra, has a 
way of scenting her hair with perfumed 
steam. This is a costly fad, but the price 
need not be considered when one has the 
wealth of the duchess to expend upon one’s 
beauty. 

A pitcher of hot water is scented with good 
oll of perfume. Jasmine is the favorite, 
though oil of neroli is used, and there are 
other favorite oils. The oil is poured direct- 
ly into the boiling water and, though oil and 
water do not mix, still there will arise a rich 
sweet fragrance. This is used as a steam for 
the skin and the hair. 

Finally the hair is lightly sprayed with the 
oil and itis brushed until it glows. Frequent- 
ly, when there is to be a court fufiction, the 
duchess has her brushes scented with the oil 
and her hair is then brushed so that it shines. 

It is the custom among the American duch- 
esses insLondon to perfume the hair brushes. 
A little oil of jasmine is poured into the 
palm of the hand and the brush is swiftly 
rubbed over the hand in such a way as to take 
up the perfume. The hair is then brushed 
with it, making a sort of brilliant finish for 
the locks. 

This custom was first introduced by the 
duchess of Marlborough, who took it with 
her from this country. She, in turn, taught 
it to the duchess of Manchester, who instruct- 
ed her maids to prepare all her brushes in 
this way. And, finally, it reached the duch- 
ess Of Roxburghe, who obtained from Lady 
Curzon some of the rich heavy scents of 
India with which to perfume her toilet ar- 
ticles. © +

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The higher up you go the colder is the air. By and 
by you come to a place where it never can rain, because 
it is too cold. It only snows. Above that is the snow ~ 
line, that line of perpetual snow. In the Rocky moun- 
tains the snow line is about 13,000 feet. At that height 
the snow never melts, and you have snow mountains. 
In Alaska the snow line is nearly at the level of the sea. 
That is one reason why Alaska scenery is especially 
fine. A low snow line makes beautiful mountains. 

If no snow fell in the winter time seeds would have 
a hard time to sprout, since the ground would be frozen 
stiff, but the snow fall covers it up like a blanket. The 
ground is not frozen deep, so the seeds have a chance. 

Snow is useful in another way. When it melts in the 
spring the water can be used for irrigating dry lands. 
We in the United States let our snow go mostly to waste. 
It could be saved in great reserviors in the western and 
southwestern states, and let out during the summer 
when it is needed. Nevada and Arizona and other states 
could be made into gardens by using the snow. 

Jack frost is useful, too. The frost looks like frozen 
dew, but. it is really water vapor frozen in the air. And

Sometimes we say the ground ie frozen. It is not 
the ground that freezes. It is the water in the earth. 
When the thaw comes the rough lamps will fall into 
fine pieces and crumble up into fine soil. This is a 
good thing for the seeds because it opens up new 
places in the soil for water and air to enter. The bet- 
ter the air penetrates into the soil the more chance 
the air has of going into the little seeds.

Gold Mining Is Pure Luck; 
Experts and Theories Useless. 


ORTUNE, like woman, is idealized 
as a fickle goddess. And often, 
like woman, she smiles upan the - 
unworthy, And, again, ike woman, she 
seems to flee from the pursuer and 

reward those who appear indifferent to her 
charms. 

It is with the miner as with the lover—a 
game of chance. That there is such a thing 
as luck is as clear as anything can be that 
is not susceptible of mathematical demon- 
stration. Almost all the discoveries of rich 
amines wgs by chance or luck. And in the 
great majority of instances where mining 
Was conducted on “‘ theory,’ or. scientific in- 
ves 


gold bearing quartz in certain localities, it 


adds to the almost general belief among 
miners that the “lucky ’’ prospector finds 
a bonanzga'sooner than the practical miner 
who has a knowledge of mineralogy. And 
this is generally the case. It is the history 
of the rich discoveries in Mexico, where 
muleteéets and highwaymen became million- 
aires and were ennobled. It is the history of 
the Nevada mines of a quarter of a century 
ago, and it is the history of today in Nevada 
and in California, where millionaires are 
blossoming by the score. Some of these new 
* kings of finance,” as they are now termed, 
were not even mining prospectors. One kept 
a hot tamale stand, another was a saloon- 
keeper, and still another was a gambler, 
which shows with what a contempt fortune 
distributes her favors. 
* ia 
Experts Often at Fault. 

Some of the greatest and presumably most 

learned mining experts in this country re- 


,cently visited the territory where now are 


the most productilve mines in the United 
States—Greenwater, Bullfrog, Goldfield, and 
other parts of the Death valley country. 
They examined the rocks, and, with the 
usual expression commonly supposed to in- 
dicate the existence of wisdom, united in 
expressing the sum total of their scientific 
investigations, based upon thelr supposed 
knowledge of mineralogy: 

“There can be no permanent formation 
here. Gold, in paying quantities, does not 
and cannot exist in these rocks.”’ 

In this sone, which these “ scientific” 
miners held was worthless, there now is 
$250,000,000 worth of ore in sight. One mine, 
the Mohawk, produces $100,000 a.day and is 
one of the richest mines in the world, if not 
the most productive. This mine, however, 
was located as a jest, or as a contemptuous 
thrust at fate. 

Tom Murphy, Al Myers, and “ Shorty ” 
Harris, half starved and almost crazed 
from thirst, arrived at a bleak gray hill 
about thirty miles south of the present Tono- 
pah. The dreafiness of the spot seemed to 
mock the disheartened prospectors, and in 
desperation they stopped, as if yielding to 
the fate that overtakes thousands of pros- 


pectors—death.

As if. to mock Fate, “Shorty” Harris 
etaked off a claim, named it the Mohawk, 
and jestingly declared“his companions as 
equally interested. With death staring them 
in the face, the men grimly laughed at

late and uninviting spot they had seen in 
their long Wanderings over this land of deso- 
latiom. ‘Shorty ’’ chipped off a few pieces 
of: quarts and thus was found what is be- 
lieved to be the richest gold mine in the 
world. 

The story of the discovery of the Mizpah 
ané@ the consequent growth of the camp of 
Tonopah is a striking illustration of “ blind 
luck.’’ It ts estimated that this mine has 
$100,000,000 worth of ore in sight. Other 
estimates are greater. The quantity of ore 
unseen cannot be surmised, and there may be 
none! “Jim” Butler, the discoverer of this 
modern.‘‘ cave '’ of Monte Cristo, was pur- 
suing his mule, which had wandered away 
in. search of bunch grass. Finding that

ples, including the one he did not shy at his 
burro.

Since this accidental discovery several hun- 
dred millions of dollars have been taken out 
of this camp and others nearby, thus making 
scores of millionaires. And this was owing 
to luck, or blind fate! The stories of the 
discoveries of rich mines are fascinating and 
read even better than romance, for they are 
true and there is no straining for effect to 
hold ‘the attention of the reader. There ig 
more romance In adventure than there is 
adventure in romance! This great desert, so 
pitiless In its desolation, alike invites death 
and fortune. The weary prospector who 
dreams of fortune tastes only cruel disap- 
pointment, and the lucky man finds a gold 
mine which is far richer than any depicted 
in fairy stories. Many unlucky prospectors 
walked over the ground where the Mohawk 
mine now is.and which produces $100,000 a 


day. They saw no indications of gold. 


A miner whom I have known for years and 
who always was in “‘ bad luck ”’ told me that 
he frequently had prospected on the ground 
where “Jim” Butler afterward located his 
Mizpah mine. His wag a case of bad luck, 
and that of the man who did not shy the 
rock at the burro was a favorite of fortune. 


Good Star of Arthur Kunze. 


Prospectors have explored the Funeral 
mountaing for years, and on the western sum- 
mit found outcroppings indicating values in 
copper. Many of them located claizns, trust- 
ing to luck, and went their. way. They 
plunged into the wastee of the desert still 
searching for fortune and returned in de- 
spair, and perhaps many sank to death in 
the burning sands. Evidently an evil star 
guided their destinies, for this spot marked 
by their old monuments is Greenwater, the 
most productive copper camp in the world, 


The star of Arthur Kunze, a prospector, 
directed him to this spot. He saw the 
monuments of abandoned claims, and, 
though knowing little of ore values, thought 
he would tempt fortune.

Kunze never had read anything out of the 
“ Arabian Nights’ so, wonderful ag this 
offer. That was another case of luck and 
“booming ”’ rather than judgment. What 
took Kunze to this desolate spot, 100 miles 
from the nearest inhabited spot or water 
source, he could not tell. Why he should 
think that he could find a fortune where oth- 
ers had failed he did not know. It would 
seem that judgment and experience would 
prompt a man to go in another direction, 
Blind fate led him to a fortune of $10,000,000, 

W. EB. Johnson's discovery of a rich mine 
may be considered as a chapter of the story 
of Kunze’s discovery of the rich copper belt, 
though it is disconnected from the fact that 
Johnson had not heard of Kunge's fortunate 
find. Johnson had been a deputy sheriff at 
the lively camp of Bullfrog, but it became too 
quiet for him. There were not enough shoot- 
ing affrays to keep him busy. So, with two 
burros, he turned his face toward the Fu- 
neral mountains. Instead of going the usual 
route, which offered enough hardships, he 
took the most dangerous and plunged across 
Death valley. By noon his supply of water 
gave out, and he now faced death from thirst. 
At night he threw himself upon the hot sands 
to sleep—perhaps the sleep of death.

Took Claims by Chance. 

Finally he reached the other side of the 
valley—how he could never tell, only that he 
found a pool of brackish water from which he 
drank his fill.

The young man who 
starts in mechanical work with the idea of 
making something of himself must have edu- 
cation. With it he has a good chance for 
success, Without it he never can-hope for 
anything but a place as a workman at trade 
wages. He may be a good workman. His 
lack of education will not prevent him from 
becoming that. But there are thousands of 
g00d workmen in this line who are working 
for $18 a week or less, No one with a spark 
of ambition in his makeup can call that guc- 
cess. But the man with comparatively no 
education can get nothing beyond this, I 
know. I've grown old finding out.”

Few Realize Their Opportunities. 

This is surprising information toe man who. 
has looked upon the trade of the mé@ohinist 
as one line of occupation in which education 
wee unnecessary to success. But that it is 
true a survey of the mechanical field re- 
veals. Education is of more value to the 
young machinist than ft. is. to the clerk, the 
salesman, or the worker in any other line 
which may not be included in the general 
term of *‘ mental work.’ It is-more vital 
to his interestea, more necessary to his pur- 
sult of success. Few machinists achieve sic- 
cess, but these few are the ones who have 
been fortunate enough to possess some edu- 
cation before they have begun work, or who 
have had ambition, intelligence, and perse- 
verance enough to acquire considerable edu- 
cation after they began the work of making 
a living. The great masse of machinists re- 
main machinists all their lives, and thie is 
because most of them are unforttnate in the 
matter of education, and few of them try 
to get any after they have learned their 


trade.

Education Makes Rise Possible. | 

The difference that even a little education 
makes in the prospects of the young er 

in a mechanical trade is equaled: ’ 
in no other line of work. In some lines an 
education is absolutely necessary before a 
beginning may be made. In others an edu- 
cation makege little or no difference In the 
beginner’s chances. But in the machinist’s 
line the worker may begin and Become a 
first class workman with practically no edu- 
eation, but his chances for becoming any- 
thing else are few unless he has an educa- 
tion.

The next best idea to escape is to make 
extra money by doing a little outside work.

Habit May Be Profitable Ally. 

“ Habit,” said Prof. William James of Har- 
vard, “is the enormous flywheel of society. 
Already at the age of 25 yearaé you see the 
professional mannerism settling down on the 
young commercial traveler, on the young 
doctor, on the young minister, on the young 
counselor at law." 

The truth of the maxim “ history repeats 


, Itself” is largely explained through the 


fixed habits of tho t of nations acting 
again and again in h the same manner 
when a crisis occurs. One year of a man’s 
life is often like the preceding one because 
the same habits of thought control the ac- 
tions of both years. That’s why it pays to 
establish good habits. They are gilt edged 
investments which pay big dividends.con- 
tinually. 

Commercial men know the value of good 
habits. It is true that a man may be honest 
for twenty-five years and then steal; but the 
probabilities are all against such a thing oc- 
curning. Bank clerks are said to get so used 
to handling large sums of money and acting 
honestly that the thought of acting dishon- 
estly seldom suggests itself to them. Hon- 
esty itself is largely force of habit. 

Retail merchants know the great advan- 
tage of once getting a man to trade in their 
store, If he comes once he will likely come 
again. A short time ago a firm in New York 
offered a sum of so many dollars fof the best: 
phrase to get people ‘to trade in their store 
The winning sentence was “‘ Get the habit— 
go to -——" When a man wants to buy a 
shirt or a hat almost involuntarily his steps 
wander in the direction of the place where he 


, bought the last one.

Beginning Counts Most of All. 


One reason why there is so much careless 
and loose thinking is because the mind never 
acquired ‘the habit of thinking or carefully 
reasoning things out. If there is one habit 
that pays better than any other, it is the 
one which impels a man to learn a thing 
thoroughly at the beginning, and stick to 
the principle of doing it right. 

When the mind is trained to think accurate- 
ly or the fingers to write correctly and well, 
rapid progress will not be made at first. 


- But long custom enables the ‘mind to ar- 


rive at the rigiit conclusion when thinking 
accurately much faster than through any 
other methed. Who has not seen a high 
gtade penman dash off a letter at top speed 
and then afterwards, although it was writ- 
ten quickly, still) leok first class?

The man had learned to form the strokes, 
loops, ‘and ctitves right at first. by slow, 
patient labor he had trained the muscles 
of the arm and fingers to unconsciously 
move-in thé right direction. It would doubt- 
less ber harder for a first class penman.to 
turm aut an ugly piece. of handwriting than 
to do it well,

Often if training is neglected at first, later 
progress is much hindered—sometimes it is 
rendered impossible. Singers are warned 
that if they persist In their intention to go 
on the stage before their voices thoroughly 
are trained, they will ruin them.

How I Became the F oreman:; 
Stuck toMy Work Faithfully.

HAVE been with my present employer 
‘ for twenty years, and I am only 35 years 
old now. This, perhaps, explains in one 
sentence why I am the foreman of the 
ehop. I am. the oldest empiloyé in point 
of service on the pay roll. I have grown up 
with the business. I came to it/at the time 
whén the head himself was working at a 
bench; have been with it through its ups and 
Gowns, staid by dit through the most severe 
trouble of ite career, and have grown with it, 
in every sense of the word. I have given it 
the best service that is in me. That is all. 
I have not toadied to my employer. I heve 
and do’ drink, smoke, and chew whenever I 
want to. I don’t pretend to Vea model. I 
can't tell anybody how to become a foreman; 
I can just tell the story of how I became one. 
When I was 15 years old I left school and 
went to work in the shop a® an errand boy, 
The shop wassmallithen. There were halfa 
dozen men, besides the head, and two boys 6n 
the pay roll. The boss was solicitor, office 
man, superintendent, foreman, and machin- 
ist. The other.two boys and myself formed 
the delivery ayetem of the shop.

Strong and Willing to Work. 

I happened to be large and strong for my 
age, could do more work than the others; 
and soon I was given a chatice to do it. The 
head found that ] and one other boy could 
do the errands of the shop. The third boy 
was let go, and I had to fight him before he 
would believe that I had not tried deliber- 
ately to knock him out of his job. 

I ran errands, swept floors, and did the 
rough work around the shop for two years. 
Then I was a man in size, and I was put to 
work on the bench. At 20, or after I had 
been with the firm for five years, I had 


learned the trade of the general machinist | 


perhaps as thoroughly as anybody ever 
learns it in three years of actual apprentice- 
ship. I had a leaning toward mechanics, 
and this stood me in good stead. A year 
later, after I had been working as a full 
fledged machinist for a year, the.strike came, 
Without looking at {t so at the time, it really. 
was this strike that gave me my chance to 
become foreman.

Shop Had Been Unionized, 


The unionization ef the shop nad been ef- 
fected without the knowledge of the pro- 
prietor. He knew nothing whatever about 
the matter until the walking delegate of the 
union came in and informed him that the 
shop was now @nion and that he would have 
to cease employing any bit union men. New 
men were being taken on every day, and the 
head refused to listen to any such proposi- 
tion. The delegate , was belligerent. He 
added another requést—that the working day 
be cut from the nine and one-half hours we 
were then working to eight. This the boss 
agreed to do on the condition that the order 
should not go into effect until two months 
later, when the rush of work on hand would 
have been taken care of.

There was just one person In the world that 
I was telling my troubles to atthetime. She 
was just my age, 21, and we were to be mar- 
ried in another year, I told mer all about the 
proposed walkout. 

Bhe said: ‘ You do what you want to do 
yourself, not what any one else wants you to 
do. Do what you think is right.’’ 

Next morning in the shop I told the other 
men that I didn't.think the union was doing 
right. The twelve that I’ve mentioned agreed 
with me. The rest hooted. I .went.to the 
boss. I told him that I didn’t want to go 
out, neither did I want to go back on the 
union.

Foreman at Twenty-five. 

After the strike I was placed in charge of 
two benches, In a capacity that the men call 
“ straw boss.”” I held this place two years. 
Then I became assistant to the foreman, 
and a year and six months later, when he 
left, I was given his place. I had then been 
with the firm nearly ten years and was only 
25 years old. 

That ts the story, at least the main part of 
it. The rest of it ie made up of years of hard 
work—the best work that was in me—and 
the exercise of common senee in the regula- 
tion of my habits, conduct, etc. 

I have been a foreman ten years, now. 1 
have had little trouble with the men under 
me in that time, because I never have as 
sumed a dictatorial attitude toward them, 
always have remembered how I looked upon 
the foreman when I was under one, and have 
acted accordingly.

confined to obeying orders and to doing the 


.work which others have laid out for him to do. 


Considerably more than one-half of our 
young men, including even the dullest of 
them, at some time during the early part of 
their career look forward to being ih business 
for themselves or to occupying an executive 
position of a commanding order, and substan- 
tially every ambitious young man has 4 well 
defined intention of going eventually into 
business for himself. This ambition is nat- 
ural, and is to be encouraged within reason- 
able bounds, but it must bé borne in mind 
that the great majority of men are incapac- 
itated for assuming the respansibility of 
proprietorship, and especially so during these 
modern times of flerce competition and the 
overcrowding by gigantic monopolies.

Good Opportunities Now Fewer. 

The optimist may claim, and may deceive 
himself into believing, that there are as good 
opportunities today as there ever were, and 
he may refuse to recognize the peculiar eon- 
dition of business. But no man who has in- 
vestigated these conditions, who fs neither 
an optimist nor a pessimist, and whole capa- 
“ble of weighing things as they are, feels that 
business, as conducted today, offers ae mhuch 
opportunity as it did several yearsago. True; 
the capital prizes are larger, but there are 
fewer prizes of ordinary worth. There is 
today, as there always has been, plenty of 
room at the top, but there are fewer openings 
from the bottom to the top than there has 
been in the history of business. Most men 
are ordinary, and the ordinary man today 
has less opportunity than he had twenty-five~ 
or fifty years ago. To deny this is both fool 
ish and wrong. The young man of today 
should be told the truth; to misrepresent can- 
not work other than injury. 


Majority Must Be Wage Earners. 
Every young man of fair education and 
health, and of ordinary ‘ability, who {fs will- 
ing to work, is able to take care of himself 
and earn sufficient money for the necessities 
of life. Going beyond this point of netessity 
is dependent upon one’s ability and is not 


' entirely independent of environment. 


The average man cannot be mofe than a 
wage eacner unes- he enters some small 
business where there is little opportunity 
for the exercise of more than ordinary ca- 


pacity. This ordinary young man fs in the 


vast majority, and, therefore; it may be said 
that most boys will continue to work for 
others and never will rise above the employé 
station, but this does not mean that a man 
shovld not have the ambition to become an 
employer, for this ambition may do him no 
harm, and may increase his effectiveness as ’ 
an employ6, provided ft does not make him 
unreasonably dissatisfied. 

Piace side by side the advantages and dis- 
advantages which. accrue to the employer 
and employé,

Employer Has Some Advantages. 

The employer has these advantages over 
the employé: 

He is in command of himself, and does 
not have to give account of himself except 
to his partners, provided ho does not dis- 
obey any rule of business or of custom. He 
may; by himeelf, decide most of the business 
questions, and act, to a certain extent, as he 
pleases. He is under no @irection of any in- 
dividuak uniese he has partners, in which 
case he shares responsibility with them. 
His success may be limited, but he may reach 
the extreme of hie capacity. He cannot be 
discharged without remuneration. He can- 
not be ordered in a peremptory way to do this 
or that. In most cages extra effort on hie 
part will bring a larger return. He has more 
opportunity to realize any reasonable ambi- 
tion. He may look forward to becoming a 


state, or his nation. He has an individuality; 
and ie known by name and reputation to” 
his trade, if not outside of it. 
> * 
Income Rises and Palls. 

But he labors under some disadvantages. 
His income never may be settled definitely. 
He may be successful one year and unsuc- 
cessful the next. He cannot anticipate his 
income with much degree of accuracy. 

He is under the constant strain of respon- 
sibility. He must keep his fingers on the 
pulse of his businese and listen to every beat, 
While he may not be required to keep office 
houra, all of his hours are working hours. 
He may not leave his business In his office 
and stop doing business with the closing of 
hie desk. The responsibilities of business 
are with him by day and by night. It isa 
fact that more than 90 per cent of men in 
business for themeelves either have suffered 
or will euffer at least one financial failure . 
True, many meet success everitually; but it 
ie @ fact, nevertheless, that over 90 per cent 
of our businese men either fail or become 
bankrupt, whith may or may not cripple 
them permanently.

Cannot Leave Work Down Town. 

The average man in business for himself 
has twice as hard a time of it and works: 
twice as hard as does the average employé. 
With the maximum at success, he suffers 
the maximum of worry. Although his time 
theoretically is his own, he more often is 
tied down to office hours and has less time 
to himself than have the mem who work for 
him: Responsibility is his and with respon- 
sibility comes care and worry.

The event took place at LaPorte, Indiana, 
February 2d. In preparation for it the 
streets of the city had been torn up some 
days; the ties had been laid; even the 
rails had been put in place. Then the 
company had to wait until a shipment of 
spikes could be received. At last the 
first-carload of spikes arrived, and track 
laying could begin in earnest. 

The driving of a spike in itself fs a 
little thing. When that spike is the first 
to be driven in the construction of a great 
railroad it is ‘an important incident. 
When the spike is the first in the building 
of an epoch making electric trunk line, 
it is an histbric event worthy of record. 

Track laying can now proceed rapidly 
as far as the grading has been completed. 
Twenty-five more cars of ties were ordered 
during the week. . These make fifty cars 
of ties so far ordered with which to start 


the work.

Increase in Pay Unlikely. 

But most. waiters are not single. They are, 
in the majority of instances, men of family. 
When it comes to supporting a family on @ 
waiter’s actual salary the thing is, of coursé, 
impossible. Restaurant keepers:say they 


are unable to pay better salaries.’ Asa con- 


sequence there is the tipping system, the res- 
taurant dining public being made to pay that 
part of the waiter’e salary which his em- 
plorer fs unable to pay. The abolition of the 
tipping system would simply mean that the 
employer would have to pay higher wages to 
his waiters, and this would mean an increase 
of from 20 to 25 per cent in the price of every 
item onthe billof fare. This makés any such 
move highly improbable. 

How much a waiter may earn in tips de- 
pends entirely on. his position, his ability, 
and the disposition of the public. There is 
the kind of pay that varies so much as his.

New Buyer Gets Confused. 

An inexperienced buyer who goes to mar- 
ket for the first time alwaye is sure to make 
mistakes. Each manufacturer shows you 
s0 many kinde of goods and you have to look 
over all the different factories before you 
commence to buy, so if you are new in the 
business you get confused, and you don't 
know where to begin. Then, if you are not 
careful, you cOmmence to plunge and make 
mistakes by buying everything you see. 
When the goods arrive you find that you have 
many articles which you wish you had not 
bought. I suppose no buyer has missed this 
experience in his career. 

To’avoid such mistakes you must reduce 
your selections three or four times. If forty 
Samples are shown you, select twenty and 
lay the othersaside. ‘hen from these twenty 
select twelve or fifteen, and finally from these 
Belect eight or ten of the most desiranbie 
styles. Rest assured, if you make your 
gelections like this your stock will bein A No, 
1 shape, and you will not lose much on un- 
salable stuff. 

Don't believe everything the manufacturer 
tells you; he wants to sell you as many goods 
as he can If he tells you aftér your pur-

Ten 
or fifteen years ago almost any firm that 
made a first class motor of the same size as 
the big people made a speciality, of had a 
chance to put it on the market and sell it at 
a fair profit. The motor business was more 
or less in thé infant stage at that time; the 
demand often exceeded the supply; and new 
motors with new improvements were con- 
stantly being put on the market and meeting 
with a ready sale. Fortunes were. being 
made in a year. An electrical engineer would 
make an improvement; secure capitalistic 
backing, and in a twelfth month ‘a shop or 
factory employing twenty men would jump 
to 200, the inventor would be a capitalist 
within another year—and erally the ef- 
fects of a business boom were felt in this 
line.

Idea Was Worth Millions. 

“One of the men who happened to have a 
good idea at the time was named Bruzzard. 
He had been tinkering along with a little elec- 
tricsl shop for four or five years when he got 
his idea. In this time, while he hadn't made 
any great amount of money he had made an 
enviable reputation as a business man and 
an electrician. He was young, only 28, but

New Municipal Court ah Obstruction. 


Since the Municipal courts Were Organized the dif- 
ficulty of prosecuting child labor cagés has béén in- 
creased greatly. The Municipal courts law requires 
that complainants be represented by an attorney, and 
this makes it necessary for the state’s’ attornéy’s of- 
fice to prosecute the cases when théy aré taken into 
court. The staff of deputies in The State's attorney's 
Office is inadequate to the demands made upon it, and 
for this reason the child labor law violations never 
are probed as thoroughly as they would be under 
other conditions. Most of the Municipal court. judges 
have refused to interpret the ehild labor law to in- 
clude the owner or responsible head of ah employing 
concern as a defendant in a suit When a child was 
employed by a suhordinate. Staté Factory Inspector 
Davies says the law ts clear on that point, and as 
the refusal of the judges so to Gonéstrue it has been 
one of the chief difficulties in the way of punishing 
violators of the child labor law he intends to ask 
for-a modification of the statutes, 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull howtée is of the opinion 
that child labor abuses have ®B€6h reduced greatly 
during the last few years, and féw complaints are 
made at Hull house about chilérénh being employed 
under obnoxious conditions. Miss Addams says thé 
attention of all friends of the Mdévement to reduce 
child labor now is directed toward the effort of Sen- 
ator Beveridge to frame a law prohibiting child labor 
products from entering interstate. commerce.

Since the compulsory ediication daw became effect- 
ive the factory inspé@ctors have had less difficulty 
proving the ages of children suspected of violating 
the child labor laws. School certificates are made out 
in triplicate, and copies are supplied the parents and 
employers, and in the school records the ages of all 
former pupils are kept. This makes it easy to trace 
the age of a boy or girl suspected of being under 
the required limit. Parents have come to realize the 
gravity of allowing their children to work before 
they are old enough, and for this reason they have 
given the factory inspectors their hearty coéperation 
in the effort to sae se law. 


Legislature Shovld pe the Laws. 


While Mr. Davies i@ satistied with the results at- 
tained by his men We Still is dissatisfied with the 
law. He believes the educational qualifications for 
a@ child la®orer should be higher, and that all chil- 
dren Should be able t6 speak the English language 
before they are permitted to work. Foreign born 
child¥en who are bfOOSAt here by the Padrones have/ 
not sufficiéit intellikéiice to realize the enormity of 
the offerise committed against them, and the state 
factory Inspector believes a knowledge of the English 
language would enable such boys to safeguard their 
own interests to 4 greater extent.

Supt. F. J. Guernsey of the loop road would feel it 
necessary to make several statements-to the general 
public before in justice to his road he could attempt 
to tell why. When he has made his explanations, too, 
one may haye cause to wonder why there are not fewer 
tieups along his line. ° 

In the firet place an average of 1,745 trains a day 
~make the circuit of the loop. 

From the éeleyen stations on the loop an average of 
136,540 passengers a day find their way to these 1,745 
trains. . ' 

In the rush hour between 6:16 and 6;16 o'cleck 44,- 
092 passengers pass up station stairways, pay fares 
at the gates, and pase out to traina, 7 

In this hour the average trains for the four systems 
show: Twentyrfive Oak Park trains, thirty-seven Alley 
“L” trains, forty Metropolitan trains, and forty-three 
Northwestern trains.

When the Air Brake Hose Is Uncoupled. 


By far the commonest cause for delays on the 
Union Elevated railroad ig the aceidental uncoupling of 
the air brake hose. The most likely time for these 
accidents, too, is in the severe eold of the winter sea- 
sen when the Chicago publie is least tolerant of de- 
lays from any cause. In cold weather the rubber hose 
freezes and ingtead of hanging in a flexible leap be- 
tween the cars its stiffness at a sharp curve eauses it 
te become unhooked. The disconnection of the hase 
gets the brakes and the moisture in the hose freezes 
in a yalye and has tg be dislodged before recoupling. 

Another small accident comes from a trolley. shoe's 
dropping from its “pigtail” support of spiral wire 
and dangling between the third rail and a track rail, 
short circuiting the current and blowing out the cur- 
rent breaker in the power house. At the power house 
a minute is margin enough to restore the breaker lever, 
but a minute’s tieup of two miles of road which has 
fifty trains on its track in the rush hour is serious 
enough to attract the attention and eriticiems of thou- 
sands. 

Under the regulations of the power house the 
engineer at once returns the breaker lever to place 
when it has blown out because of a short circuit, It 
may blow out again, and again he returns it to place. 
But if it should blow out a third time he is expected 
to make telephone inquiry of the towerman who has 
scrutiny of this particular section of track on which 
the accident has occurred.

Engine in the Power House Runs Away. 


It must be understood by the lay passenger in wait- 
ing from such a tie-up that each™time the breaker flies 
out, the power house has a “runaway” engine on its 
hands, The shert circuit has relieved the power house 
of the enormous load it has been carrying, and fly 
wheels are revolying at lightning speed in a second. 
The inference in the power house is that if the piece 
of metal short circuiting the current is small, it either 
will be thrown out of contact or will be burned up. 
Three failures to dislodge it will suggest something 
serious enough for investigation, in which ease a track 
man will be sent to the scene of the trouble. 

Here material time will need to elapse and in a rush 
hour tlie time is money quite as much te the road as 
it ig 40 the passengers on the elevated systems. Just 
here, too, a regulation as to the return of fares to im- 
patient passengers on the platforms comes into place. 

Vader the rules ef the lop company a margin of 
fifteen minutes is taken in which to correct any trouble 
on the line. This is cansidered as much in the interests 


of the passenger as of the company. Persons intending to 


ride only half the distanee of the average elevated haul 
will wait six minutes on a corner for a surface car. It 
is presumed that passengers after climbing a loop ste- 
tion stairs will not knowingly go to the street level 
again for a surface car if fifteen minutes will remedy 
the loop trouble.

How to Get Your Nickel Back. 


After fifteen minutes, however, the agent et the loop 
station will make return of the nickel on proper indorse- 
ment of the return receipt. In the case af a trouble- 
some accident, however, notice Las gone out to the op- 
erating departments of the various connecting roaJjs 
asking that they turn ell trains back on the lines from 
the loop intersections. This is done by using the “ Ys" 
formed by the loop and the tracks of the intersecting 
lines. 

For example, a ear is derailed in Lake street, be- 
tween Clark and State street stations, and the work of 
the wrecking crew is needed to clear the tracks. After 
the fifteen minutes are expired station agents have been 
instructed not to receive any more fares. But the plat- 
forms may .be filled with delayed passengers. Trains 
fer the respective roads are backed off the loop by

means of the “¥" connections and headed back upon 
their own lines. One train of each affected line is held 
to the loop, hawever, to act as a “shuttle” train, moy- 
ing over the loop as far as possible backward and for- 
ward. It will pick up incoming passengers at the sta- 
tion farthest out and bring them as far as possible 
around the loop for distribution. After which it backs 
away to pick up from these stations the outgoing pas- 
sengérs for the line.

And here ie one of the worst difficulties in the lodp 
management-rto get an outbound passenger to enter a 
train backing into his station in the opposite direction 
to.which he always has seen it run! These are the try- 
ing moments in the life of the platform guards, when 
reassurance needs to be made more than doubly sure 
to get the waiting passenger inside the gates. At guch 
times passengers from certain stations need to leave 
a platform and walk one or two stations, and for the 
purpose the ticket agent gives him an order from one 
station td the ether on “account single track train 
movement,” The man who takes his slip and walks 
may learn what ig expected of him; the man whose sta- 
tion is within react of the “ghuttle” train almost re- 
quires lifting into it by the guards. 

Then there is the pergon who, in the face of balf a 
dozen staring blue and white signs, climbs to the loop 
station and pays a fare over a wrong line. He wants 
his money back, always; wants it noisily, pertaps, until 
the patient agent hands out a yellow blank slip on which 
the person making the mistake is required to write 
name and addpess in fyll, this fonm of receipt indem- 
nifying the agent. But frequently the passenger, whe 
may have hig nickel for the filling in of this form, re- 
fyses to claim it when his name and address are re- 
quired of him. 

“Did any one ever get a nickel back from a surface 
car conductor because he had paid in error?’ asks Supt. 
Guernsey. ,

Delayed Travelers Must Wait Fifieen Minutes. 


In any kind of tieup of the loop it has been observed 
that the last comer is loudest in hig clamors. In any 
busy hour, day or night, he may see the indications of 
a tieup merely for the looking. But if fifteen’ minutes 
have not elapsed the ticket seller has not been notified 
not to aecept fares. Passing to the platform to find it 
crowded, he at once feels that he has been subjected 
te a bunko game and he wants his money back in loud 
emphasis. Traing may be moving in two minutes more, 
but the sight of those who may have been waiting ten 
minutes already fills his soul with bitterness. 

“Does any business man suppose for a moment that 
the Union Blevated railroad would want his 6 cent piece 
if the payment of it is to sour him on the whole sys- 
tem?" asks Bupt. Guernsey. “The idea is too absurd 
fer a second thought. But when a fare once is rung up 
it is a charge against the ticket seller and can't be 
returned on captious demands.” 

Some of the best engineering skill in America has 
been utilized in the construction’ of this Union Blevated 
railroad. That the road shall serve the purposes of all 
the other roads tributary to it is to the best advantage 
of the company, as pFepertionate fares are the road's 
sources of income. A tieup is the last thing to be 
thought of by the management. And a blockade at a 
rush hour is a calamity.

delay of two or three minutes with resulting disarrange- 
ment of schedules follow. 7 

In all these delays caused by minor accidents of 
the kind the lay passenger may have criticism because 
the men are not active enough to suit his fancy. But 
it must not be forgotten that while -train crews and 
platform men have been trained in what to do in these 
emergencies, the emergencies occur at such long inter- 
vals that the men necessarily are rusty in the ways 
and means. No thousand’ passengers suffer from any 
undue delay as the road suffers, but thousands of pas- 
sengers every day are parties to delays which the loop 
company are seeking to reduce to the minimum.

Everybody Wants the Crowded Train. 


For example, two trains for the same elevated line 
are following a few seconds apart around the loop. The 
first train is behind and crowded, and it may not run 
by the Dearborn, La Salle, and Quincy street stations 
that are nearest the great railway stations. And at 
these stations, especially fn the rush hours, the crowds 
on the platfopms drive and crowd for the gates until 
the words of the station guards have no effect, Perhaps 
not until a guard has crowded in and barred the en- 
trance with his arm will the crowd be shut off from still 
further packing a packed, belated train, when an al- 
most empty train is coming up only a few yards be- 
hind for exactly the same destinations. 

“* Step lively, please,’ is an appeal of the platform 
men which seems to incense many people,” said Mr. 
Guernsey. “Why should it? The guard has no other 
interest in it than to see the best possible movement 
Of trains for the best interests of the public. He does 
a day's work there; he won't get home any sooner by 
hurrying the passengers at his station. He is trying 


to impress upon the people that some regard for one 
another in platform movements is to the best interests 
of everybody.” 

More than one-third of the passengers on the ele- 
vated roads of Chicago embark from the platforms of 
the Union Elevated railroad. The average for each day 
in December in the hours between 5 and 7 o'clock was;

Extension of Platforms Would Be a Relief. 


In these two hours from the forty-four platforms af 
the eleven loop stations an ayerage of 1,462 passengers 
are handled outgoing; and while the incoming passen- 
gers at the evening rush are few in comparison, they 
have to stem the crush of the platforms. All five car 
trains lap at least one gate beyond the platform division, 
necessitating the swinging back ang forth of the: divi- 
Sion gate on the platform and the guarding of the 
crowds to prevent embarking.on wrong trains. 

“ But In spite of this fact and in spite of the fact 
that under permit we haye erpeted the steel supports 
for uncovered extensions to these platforms,” said Mr. 
Guernsey, “the idea seems to be that a great privilege 
somewhere and in some way is to be obtained if these’ 
platforms are extended. 

* Crowds in the rush hours may be handled better, 
quicker, and more safely—yes. But it is forgotten that 
when the platform facilities are proyided each. road 
using the loop will be required to provide about 35 per 
cent more rolling stock and will give employment to se 
many more men in proportion. And the fare will be 
10 more than 5 cents.”

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Fought His Battles and 
How He Finally Was 
Knocked Out by a Landslide. 


HE skeleton of the greatest heavyweight 
prize fighter the world ever has seen is 
prepared for mounting upon a steel 
pedestal in the Field Columbian museum 
in Jackson park. 
Sixty-five feet full length and, fight- 
ing in crouching posture, after the mod- 
ern “crouching’’ school of ring tactics, 
this giant boxer stood in the 614 foot ring at 34 feet 
8 inches, weighing jn at 72,128 pounds. 

He met all comers, the only conditions being that 
they should be vegetarian in diet and not strike more 
than eight or nine fect below the belt. Ring rules in 
his time called for bare knuckles and hitting in the 
clinches; rounds were unlimited; the count was three 
or four hours; differential weights were allowed at 
1,006 to 1,600 pounds at the ringside. Purges and ring- 
side betting were barred in the interests of a true 
sport. 

This great fistic artist of his time was the orig- 
inator of the solar plexus blow. Built with an un- 
usually long neck and small headpiece, he discovered 
that he was most vulnerable in the abdominal region. 
In crouching posture, with a combined arm and body 
reach of about twenty-six feet, he secured the great- 
est protection for the plexus region and found for 
himself the maximum swing in delivery. 

Few patrons of the modern ring readily can con- 
celve of the possibilities of this great master of ring 
tactics.

Could Execute a Seventeen Foot Sidestep. 


With hia feet well under him and his left guard 
extended; he could duck a right for the jaw with an 
easy margin of eight feet. In a side step, seventeen 
feeti was easy of accomplishment. In a clinch he 
could swing his heavy jaw downward with trip ham- 
mer force wpon his antagonist without fear of inter- 
ference by the referee. ‘ 

In those days the niceties of ring tactics were 
not observed as they are now. Even kicking in the 
clinches “went.” Perhaps the sturdier constitutions 
ef the ring fighters of his time accounts for the 
Absence of thé rules of fouling in the sport. This 
will appeal to the follower of the modern ring when 
it is remembered that thig champion of the Colorado 
river valley, with an upper cut, might have crushed 
chin, jaw, and the bony structure of the nose of a 
composite Sullivan-Corbett-Jeffries-Jackson contestant 
without s® much as skinning a bare knuckle! 
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Goliath of Gath, standing before this heavyweight | 


of the doceident, might expect to go down for the count 
from an ordinary left hook to the neck, perhaps in the 
first five seconds of the first round! 

There 1s some doubt at the Field museum regard- 
ing this champion of the Colorado river country in 
that not all nis osseous remains are intact for mount- 
ing. That he “was all there,” however, in ‘the rough 
and tumble ring bouts in the year 4,998,096 B. C. is 
concedéd by Curator Oliver C. Farrington and by 
E. 8. Riggd. who discovered the skeleton of the great 
bruiser -lyihg on a hillside above the Colorado river 
about five miles down stream from Grand Junction. 
“Herb” Dinosaur was the game of this great pugilist, 
and, while lis skull, netk, vertebra, and the bones 
of his arms and hands are missing, hePbivorous’ Jis- 
tended chest measuremeht ahd his sturdy “ underpin- 
hing” are sufficient evidences of his Ting prowess.

Fighter Was Busy 5,000,000 Years Ago. 


Five million years ago, in the opinion of Prof. 
Farrington, this fellow, Herbvivorous Dinosaur, wes 
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eu ow Herb Dinosaur, 
] Who Weighed in 
} at Thirty-Six. Tons 


Whipping the socks off any and all comers in the 
vicinity of Grand Junction, Colo. It might have been 
as much a@ 6,000,000 years ago, in fact, but Prof. Far- 
rington, after consulting with Mr. Riggs, who is 
framing up this famous bruiser by means of Federal 
Steel products and blue print sheets, said it might 
be safer to make it 56,000,000. He thought Fernando 
Jones might dispute the date at the higher figure. 

That Herb didn’t make his record in talkfests is 
borne owt by several of his slats on‘the off side and by a 
fracture of a small bone connected with his under- 
pinning. One of these ribs on the off side, about seven 
feet long and five inches in diameter, shows a clean 
break two feet from its connection with the véeFrtebre. 
Evidently it had healed readily and knittéd solidly, an 
osseous enlargement seven inches in diameter mark- 
ing the fracture. George Siler has reported to Ditedt« 
or Skiff of the museum that the slat was injured 
in a clinch with an antagonist in the seventeenth 
round, just before the bell sounded. Herb had missed 
with a right swing for the jaw and the Unknown had 
countered with his left, but without steam. They 
clinched and in the getaway the Unknown sent a right 
hook to the slats, though in the opinion of Mr. Siler 
Herb’s nerve served him for a walkover in the sixty- 
seventh round. 

Five years ago, witile Mr. Riggs of the paleonto- 
logtcal division of the Field museum was out in Colo- 
rade, he discovered a spot under a hillside which 
looked to him a4 likély place for a Jutassic scrapping 
place. It was on the other side of the Coloradé rivér 
from Grand Junction and the $2 a day hotels, but mr. 
Riggs continued to~seafch for old Herbivorous, fiRally 
late in the autumn cOming across thfée or four of the 
614 Bbruiser’s slats sticking out of a hil) fell of clayéy 
sandstone. Mr. Riggs scattered some dirt and stones 
over the points of the ribs for the winter and with 
two men went back there the next spring for the 
remains of the champion heavyweight of the Rockies. 

Herb had been buried to stay. The chances are 
that some avalanche finally had knockéd him out, after 
which clay and sand had washed down and solidified 
over his remains to a depth of sixteen or eighteen 
feet. Later the Colorado river went into the torrent 
business nearby and after 1,600,000 or 2,000,000 years 
#6 tore into the hillside that it washed away about 
thirty feet of old Herb’s upper structure. 

Still enough of Huge Herd’s bony structure was 
left to keep two men blasting and tunneling for three 
months in getting It out, after which more than a 
year wa@ necessary for the cutting away of the sand- 
stone clinging to the petrified skeleton. Incidentally 
there are about fifteen feet more of Herb’s vertebre 
lying back in the same ili if the Tonopah (Nev.) ring 
sports care to go after them as an exhibit A of fistics 


of the Jurassic age. ;

Cost a Fortune to Dig Him Out. 


But scientific feinting at the remains of old Herb 
is no child’s occupation and it costs monéy* A modern 
heavyweight fight at Tonopah can be pulled off easier 
and more cheaply than a bruiser of the dinosaur 
family can be scraped off a side hill in the Colorado 
country. 

Dynamite in quantity must be used in the dinosaur 
négotiations, after which more dynamite is necessary 
before the party sends back east for more 
dynamite. This for the sandstone only. When a tem- 
pered steel drill retiches & vertebra, rib, or femur it's 
all off with the drill point. The bonés that . were 
buried are at this timefof chalcedony, or agate, harder 
than #taes and. héavier thar pig iron. 

For example, the thigh bone of old Herb is just 
six feet long, about sixteen inches through the ball 
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joint, and weighs 710 pounds. It connected with a 
pelvic structure which weighs about 800 pounds, and 
a section of vertebre which weighs less than 150 
pounds in its petrified state is among the smaller 
fragments of this great lizard which used to do the 
kangaroo walk over the route. of thé Santa Fé trail 
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millions of years before the first prairie schooner 
started for the California gold fields. 

It is one of. the anomalies of this worl@ that the 
steel trust of A. D. 1907 should be depended upon for 
the mounting of this mighty skeleton of a creature 
which roamed the western continent immeasured ages 
before primitive man had made a track upon the 
earth's crust.

Mounted on a Steel Base ai Museum. 


In this mechanical age of prosperity, héwever, the 
pressure upon the steel mills products will ¢ompe! a 
waiting on the part of the Chicago pubiie before thi: 
huge skeleton is exposed to view. The mounting wi!! 
require a steel base 8x30 feet. From this base stee! 
uprights will rise at intervals, to which will be riveted 
a steel plate “keel,” curving to suit thé @utlines of 
the vertebre as they were in Mfre. This keel will un- 
derlie the spinal column, with a metallic cable strung 
through the core once occupied hy the spinal cord. 

With the vertebre in place and steel support fer the 
pelvis, the legs will be set under and the ribs at- 
tached by steel bands on the under side so placed at 
every point as to leave no portion of the steel Bind- 
ings exposed. In the placing of. the steel framework 
only makeshift plans can be adopted to fit the e@ndi- 
tions of the skeleton. There are sixty-five large Bones 
in this little more than half of the skeleton, but Some 
of thesé bones represented are such as never before 
havé been uncovered by the fossil hunter. PePhaps 
the most striking feature of this huge skeleto® wil! 
lie in the fact that while the upper portions are gone 
and several vertébre behind the fore legs, every peFftion 
of the sbinal column for its thirty-five feet of teagth 
has been wheovered intact, leaving not a single ver- 
tebra to be restoréd. '

Sixty-five Feet Long and Weighed Thirty-six Tons. 

This portion of the skeleton uneovered will indi- 
cate a reptile sixty-five feet long, standing fifteem feet 
t6 the top of the backbone in the highest place, Ir- 
respective of the steel supports the skeleton will 
weigh 8,000 pounds, representing a living creature 
estimated to weigh 72,000 pounds when alive. This 
species of dinosaurus is known to have been herbiver- 
ous and not confined to marshland, but moving Over 
the hill country as a land creature. Considering the 

values of vegetation as low im propertion 
antity consumed, the possibilities of the 
feeding and its necessities for moving in 
may be imagined. 
where Mr. Riggs made the disceyery 
the Colorado river i# a wide, turbulent 
stream. The bank on which the find was made is lena<t 
inhabited, and Grand Junction as the source of sup- 
plies and the shipping point necéssitated the #¢on- 
struction of a ferry. ’ 

Blasting, cutting, and tunneling had to be con- 
ducted with great care. as few of the fossil remains 
of the creature could be taken out in whole seotions. 
Some of these petrifactions were lying im Mmntmer- 
able shattered pieces, held in place by the sandstone. 
When the safidstone mold Was approached great care 
was weed in taking out the mold, afte? which the 
great block of sandstone was incased in burlap, 
soaked in a solution of strong plaster, @ried, and 
shipped to Chicago. 

Here the pneumatic tool came into admirable serv- 
ice. With a steel chipping point the workman held 
the too] to the sandstone block and at the rate of 23,000 
strokes a minute the sandstone was whittled away to 
the fllnty chalcedony into which the bones of the 


creature had turned.

Will Occupy a Wing of Field -Museum. 

When the structural steel arrives for mounting 
this skeleton it will require about three months for 
the mounting. One of the central wings of the mu- 
seum on the south front will be vacated and parti- 
tioned off as the workroom and later as the exhibition 
wing for the great fossil. 

At the present time men are busy with the great 
leg bones of the creature. Of the two legs, only one 
is complete to the five toes, the two bones of one leg 
below the kuee being missing. Bnough is there, how- 
ever, to give accurately the height of the creature 
as it was in life when it moved along with shortened 
fore legs on the ground, its long neck serving to bal- 
ance the tall, which trailed perhaps twenty-five €eet 
behind the hind legs. 

It is certain that the reptile could rise upon its 
hind legs and, balanced by the tail résting on the 
ground, that it could support itself against trunks of 
great trees while feeding upon the foliage in their 
tops. In contests of extermination, one against an- 
other, i. is within the bounds of supposition that they 
rose upon their hind legs, striking with their fore 
legs and with their great tails, 

The largest of all these fossil remains that have 
been discovered have been in the western portion of 
the United States. Some of these creatures are known 
to have been carnivorous, others frequenting marshes 
only. The largest nutmber of specimens umcevered 
have been found in this country. 


Why Chicago Is Healthiest City in the World. 


.R. EDMOND GROS, a French physician, 
has furnished a scientifi©c explanation on 
which Chicago can base its claim of 
being the healthiest eity tn the world. 
“Im a lecture before. the Medical Society 
of Paris not long ago Dr. Gros explained 
that communities with the most variable 
climate usually, enjoyed the best health, 

and Frank H, Bigelow? chief. of the weather bureau, 
has produced statistics to show that no city in the 
world compares with Chicago for changds of climate. 
Health, like. character, according te Dr. Gros, is de- 
veloped by adversity. In uniform temperatures there 
is no struggle of the part of the inhabitants to meet 
the varying modéds of the weather, and this fresults 
in a deoline of the general health. 


= 
Constdnt Residents Excel Resoriers in Health. 
Dr. Gros said that persons who travel south in 
the winter end north in the summer, always keeping 
in the track of the sun, are not as healthy as those 
who remain part of the year_in cold climates. Where 


cago, the people get used to alternations of warm and 
cold spelis, and this results in hardened constitutions 
after a few generations. Mr. Rigelow, the weather 
forecaster, agrees with the Paris physician’s theory, 
and as Chicago's health is its own pride and the envy 
of the rest of the world he has prepared a table of 
weather changes to support the contention of the dis- 
tinguished medical authority. 

Here are a few of the ways in which Chicago 
weather has varied during the last few years. These

NO other city in the world, Mr. Bigelow says, can 
show a greater variation of temperature than Chicago. 
The average resident of this city no longer is surprised 
when the mercury drops from the top of the tube 
down to the zero point without even an hour's notice. 
That this tendency of Chicago weather is reflected in 
the health of the community no one familiar with 
conditions will doubt, and now that a reputable physi- 
clan has come to the front with the scientific theory 
that good health depends on variable climate the su- 
premacy of Chicago as a health resort will have to be 
conceded.

Mark Twain next turng his attention to 
the finances of Christien Science, and enu- 
merates some of the many sources of income 
of what he terms the “ trust "—that Is, the 
ruling clique, centering about Mra. Eddy. 
He estimates that within a few years the 
annual income will be reckoned in millions 
of dollars, and that in it will be well 
above an annual billion. 

Then he makes the grave charge that the 
“trust " has no charities to support or even 
to contribute to. 

“T have hunted, hunted, and hunted, by 
correspondence and otherwise, and have not 
yet got upon the track of a farthing that 
the trust hag spent upon any worthy object.” 

He does not stint words in expressing his 
admiration of Mrs. Eddy’s remarkable qual- r 
ities, and says: “It is quite within the prob- 
abflities that a century hence she will be the 
most imposing figure that has cast Ite shadow 
across the globe: since the inauguration of 
our era.”’ 

But he turns for a few moments to Mrs. 
Eddy’s human weaknesses, and quotes sam- 
ples of what she publishes under “ the holy 
name of ‘ poetry’ ”:

I. N. Phillips of 
Bloomington, Supreme court reporter, has & 
monopoly of the Supreme court reports, 
Callahan & Co. of Chicago the publication of 
the Appellate court reporis, there being no 
Appellate court reporter designated by law. 

Phillips is paid a salary of §6,000 a year by 
the state. It is the aesertion of lawyers who 
oppose the present method of publication that 
the fact that he is paid his salary,‘and the fact 
that the reports are part of the law inter- 
preted by the state paid judges, should make 
it reasonable that work the court as re- 
ported by the reporter sho 
public at as nearby cost price as possible. 


Other States’ Prices Much Lower, 
In the letter which Representative Provine 
is sending to the lawyers ae says:

Often that which appears to be a most per- 
fecily tailored shirt will grow to hang with a 
twist, or the plaits will fly back farther on one 
side than on the other.

Regular exercise by means of gymnastics 
is almost indispeneable. These exercises 
should be guided by a competent teacher and 
should consume part of the time given up to 
school work. 

If mothers were more particular about in- 
sisting upon these cs there would 
not be seo many round shouldered children. 
Nowadays a great deal of attention ts being 
paid to the care of school children's eyes, 
proper painting of the desks in regard to the 
light, etc., but at home these same children 
often are allowed to read in poor Hght, or to 
read when they are lying down, or foralong 
time together, | 

It is a mother’s duty to see that the child’s 
eyes are not strained in this manner. When 
he is reading at home he always should have 
a good light; it should be at his back, falling 
on his book over his left shoulder. Every 
little while he should be made to rest his eyes 
for a few minutes, and not read steadily for 
an hour or more ata time. Nor should he be 
allowed to read while lying down, for this 
is a greater strain on the eyes than most peo- 
ple understand. 

If the child seems to hold his book, nearer 
or farther off than most people do, the mothgr 
should try to correct this habit, and if he 
really cannot see when his book is held in 
the normal position, he should be taken to 
en oculist and an examination made at once. 
If he is found to be near or far sighted, he 
should be fitted with proper glasses.

The Narsery Maid Said— 

It is an excellent plan to give the children 
a certain allowance of money, and take care 
that it is regularly paid. Do not help them 
out if they fall short of money by extra gifts, 
but lend them what is necessary, and see tha 
it is repaid. Otherwise habits of extrava 
gance and carelessness may be cultivated. 

Plenty of nourishment, plenty of sleep, and 
plenty of play in the open air are needed, by 
children who are growing fast, and equally 
are they n by children who have not 
to grow much or quickly.

The windows should be wide open, and if 
the room chills extra coverings should be fur- 
nished, but at any cost the fresh air must be 
there. 

In dress children’s beauty depends upon 
simplicity, and in this their dress should play 
a big part.

OLD STYLE PUMPKIN PIE.—When the

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Shaw Play in New York

New York.—[Special Correspondence, }— 
Ellen Terry. Lulu Glaser, and Julla Marlowe 
are the actresses who stand forth this week 
at New York's theatrical front In the guises 


. Of heroines new to them. Two American 


women against one Englishwoman, and— 
yes, why not own up ?—the Americans oppose 
their brash vim of this young land of the 
free to the mellow old art of the Briton. 
Julia and Lulu are our own lovely girls, 
buxomed Into our own lovely women. To 
my mind, and juat after seeing one In “ Joan 
of Arc” and the other in * The Aero Ciub,” 
they have developed into just about as facile 
a tragedienne and a comedienne as America 
thue far has given birth and breeding to. 
Still, they lack the ease of make believe, the 
spontaneity of technique, which Miss Terry 
shows in “Captain Brasebound’s Conver- 
sion.” However, they have something Uke 
a quarter of a century tn which to ecquire 
whatever of her ckill they now lack and still 
arrive at her etatus at her age. 

Bilen Terry ie as handsome a matron now 
as she was a girl when, forty years ago, Lon-: 
don crowned her queen of its bohemia. At 
just about that time New York's and Paris’ 


bohemias were epthroning Adeh Isaacs and 


Garah Bernhardt. The career of Adah led 
downward. through merriage with a prize 
fighter, to notoriety. That of Ellen paseed 
upward, through wedlock with an artist, to 
fame with Henry Irving. while that of Sarah 
shot above Eilen’s in both erratic individu- 
ality and professional] eminence. Ellen Terry, 
viewed as she faced a New York audience 
lat Monday evening, looked a heajthier wom- 
ap than she had seemed when she had made 
her last visit with Irving, for then she had 
been a neurotic invalid. unable to recolicct 
the language of her réle or to control her 
motions in acting: but now, although she 
jumbled her words sometimes and was jerky 
ip her demeanor most of the time, apparent- 
ly she was in a much bettered condition of 
mind and body. At the time of the earlier 
visit It bad been understood that she and 
Irving were at odds and ready for the pro- 
feasional divorce which afierwards sepa- 
rated them. The serenity of widowhood in 
dramatic art may have affected her serves 
calmingty.

Perhaps George Bernard Shaw is not quite 
rcgardiess of the popularity that is die. 
Possibly he is not so recklessly erratic’us to 
flout the chances of writing piays that may 
enable him to write bank checks. Any way, 
he planned and executed “ Captain Brass- 
bound’s Conversion” for Milen Terry at 4 
time when, baving jilted Irving, she needed 
plays for her separate use. In creating @ 
heroine for her he evaded one of the probiems 
of a role for a middie aged actress by piac- 
ing no girls beside her and giving to her the 
one, sole, only female characier in the whole 
cast. Besides that, he sent this one woman 
to Algeria, to encounter an Englishman 
turned pirate, an American naval captain, 
and‘an Arab cad. all of whom tumbied into 
love with her, while ali\the other men she 
met yielded at once to the spell of her en- 
chanting dominance. O, but wasn't he the 
biarneying Irishman! He said to her. likely, 
that thé scheme of the play was to illustrate 
the quiet Irresistibility of a good and tactful 
wortlan with obdurate men. But the blarney 
stone kisser said to himeelf—whispering it 
around the corner of hie cheek confidentially 
into his own ear—thai Killen, dfier many 
years of sharing plays with Irving. would 
grab at one In which the audience wculd see 
all the actors salaam and kowiow to her in 
spelibound adoration, with not another 
actregés Ih the audience’s sight. However,

For here was Elien 
Terry, ike a Parthenia in later life, once 
more a captive to a murderous bandit, held 
a prisoner by him in his mountain retreat, 
and employing over again the methods by 
which, as a girl, she had tamed and subdued 
Ingomar. You recall how Parthenia calmly 
coaxed and tactfully wheedled the barbarian, 
and especially how,,in a scene of girlish 
charm pitted against brutish savagery, she 
made the petty tyrant fetch flowers for her 
to weave into a gariand. In exactly the 
same epirit and much the same manner £)- 
len Térry puts Capt. Brassbound through 
a course of conversion from a menacing 
captor to a subservient lover. It is hard to 
believe that Shaw wasn't aware of the simi- 
larity. when he wrote the corresponding pag- 
sage, In which the woman doesn't make a 
wreath of posies for the bandit. but does 
eit quietly mending his torn coat, while lis- 
tening to his threats of atrocity. A gracious, 
genial, self-confident woman, Instead of «4 
graceful. shy. frightened girl. constitutes the 
only difference‘in characterization between 
the new play and the old one. The themes 
are surprisingly alike and the. originality 
In Shaw's treatment consists mostly tn an 
exclusion of simple romance and an tnclu- ' 
sion of satirical humor And at the end, 
when the newer yet older Parthenta Is set 
free and the Ingomar of her second adven- 
ture would follow her into civilization, she 
declines his offer of wedlock. 

“T have married seventeen men—to other 
women,’ she remarks, “ but IT never loved 
one.”
